DEBT MVICES 
ARE mAINED 

RA County Supervisor Offers 
Assistance to Distressed 
Debtors «a Farais. 

John M. Batten, county super- 
visor in charge of the Rural Re- 
habilitation Program of the Re- 
settlement Administration in Nor- 
folk and Princess Anne counties, 
feels that there may be farmers in 
this section in danger of losing 
their property from foreclosure or 
otherwise in distress on account 
of debt, who could be helped by 
the Farm Debt Adjustment Ser- 
vice, which Is now a part of the 
Rural Rehabil^tioh Program of 
the Resettlement Administration. 

"While thousands of distressed 
debtors in the ^nation and hun- 
dreds in this Isto^ have been 
helped to clear up their debt en 
tanglements — land and chattel— 
to the satisfaction of both creditor 
and debtor, recent studies indicate 
that there are still those who do 
not take advantage of the friendly 
debt concUiatlon services offered 
by' the Resettlement Administra- 
tion. "Mr. Bratten said. 

Services Available 

"While it is not always possible 
to save a farm from foreclosui-e, 
in many cases we do. and there is 
alwaj's a good chance that we can 
be of some assistance. The Parm 
Debt Adjustment Service is avail- 
able to all farmers in serious dif- 
ficulty on account of debts and it 
costs nothing to apply," h6|de. 
clared. 

All one has to do is/f)Saddress 
a postal card, or apply in person, 
to his nearest Comty Rural Re- 
habilitation Supervisor who will 
talk over the applieant's problems 
and advise him whether it is pos- 
sible to assist him. Mr. Bratten's 
office is located in the Post Office 
Building, Oranby Street, Norfolk. 



Procedure Outlined

the fact that voluntary commit- 
tees, composed of public spirited 
citizens working without pay.

most welcome summer visitors — 
but. unfortunately, more is needed 
to insure the continuance of the 
encampment than mere pers(mal 
desire, however keen that desire 
may be. And. as we have pointed 
out in these columns times with- 
is given to those additional re- 
is give nto those additional re- 
quirements and steps taken to in- 
sure them, the Beach may lose 
out with its moi% than 2,000 civil- 
ian-soldier guests and they may 
be forced to continue their train- 
ing in surroundings not so much 
to thtir liking but better adapted 
to the requirements of soldiering.

The presence of the soldiers, 
with all of the gaiety and excite- 
ment that attend such an en- 
cunpment, means added life for 
the Beach and, consequently, 
establishes yet another reason 
irtiy outsiders should vacation 
here.

NEW AIRPORT NEEIWD 



Now that the Naticmal Guard 
will return to Virginia Beach for 
the summer encampment, with 
the consequent banning of all air. 
craft from the area during the 
hours, of range practice, the need 
for an adequate and modem air- 
port close to the resort lorans 
more important than at any time 
in the past. The trend to air 
travel, with emphasis upon the 
private plane, is no longer an im- 
certainty and. Just as this com- 
munity needs an approach from 
th^xocean to its inland waters, so 
is there a definite need for suit- 
able landing and housing facilities 
for aircraft. 

That local and Norfolk interests 
should— as has been rumored — 
contest the need for such a field 
is a definite surprise. We should 
better understand such oppositicm 
if the adjacent city could liresent 
an adequate airport, but it takes 
no authority on landing fields to 
see at a casual glance the many 
shortcomings of the Oranby Street 
facilities, and, even assuming that 
the City i^irport is satisfactory as 
a place of landing, there are evi- 
dences that its housing facilities 
are not all that,could be desired 
and it is some distance from the 
Beach without adequate means of 
swift transportation. 

It is our thought that the State

Nothing suc- 
ceeds iiere like thone tempting, utterly harmless looking Imt devili^Uy 
intriguing devices that separate men, women wad children f nnn their 
holiday funds and nothing is nunc repre»ntative of the Beach than 
the multitude of these devices wbich do everything ttut Itaie the road- 
way. So, we a^, taking our >elie frran their success, why not make 
every aspect of our life a ntcKel-in-the<4lot i»oposlti<m? ^ 

Nickel-in-Uie-sIot parking meters ahready have been suggested. 
Why n(A a similar device for walking on the rairidly crumbling ccm- 
crete walkway and, indeed, fmr bathing in the ocean's surf? The argu- 
ment that people won't like the idea hcdds no weight, for no motorist 
on earth will applaud the pairing meter scheme, but It wiU bring In 
a wealth of revenue. And, be it always remembered, the average per- 
son plugging the slots with his nickels will get as much for his money 
as comes from most any type of stanilar device, especially If the pro- 
posed meters were decorated with gay scenes underneath the glass 
tops. 

It might even be a good idea to install (me-ball games on Mch 
such meter. The scheme is certain to lure many Indifferent vliriton 
into the fresh air— the healthful benefits of such action should not 
be overlooked!— and Uie presence of a wide variety of games would 
guard against traffic Jams at any one spot. Too, if this proposal 
were accepted, bathing would take on a greater appeal, for it Is only 
the more romantic song-writers who realize that the best things in 
life are free.

Business recovery to the levels 
of the prosperous 'twenties is a^ 
head for 1937. 

Purchasing power or America's 
capacity to consume next year, 
according to estimates based on 
the best available current data 
from governmental sources, will 
be within 5 per cent of what it 
was in 1929. 

Both consumer goods such as 
textUes and durable goods such 
as machinery will be needed in 
quantities equal and in some in- 
stances surpassing the amounts 
used in 1929. 

Nati(Hial Income next year is 
forecast at sixty-eight billion dol- 
lars next year. That^ compares 
with an estimated idcome of six- 
ty-one billions this year and fifty, 
three and a half billions in 1935. 
These figures in percentages rep- 
resent a gain of 11 per cent in 
prosperity' next year as compared 
with 1936. or slightly less than 
the increase of 14 per cent for 
1936 as compared with 1935 and 
more than 7 per cent gain for 
1935 as compared with 1934. 
Increasing Buying Power 

Just how is the comparison 
made? 

Dcdlar income for next year is 
more than 5 per cent below the 
dollar income for 1929. But gov- 
ernment economists estimate that 
the price level next year will be 
10 per cent less than in 1929. 
When this is taken into account 
the prospective income for -next 
year has a buying apower within 
5 per cent of that of the 1929 tai- 
come. 

What does the increase mean 
in terms of America's capacity to 
consume industrial products? 
What production advances may 
be expected? 

Consensus o^ opinion of a large 
number of Government ecmom 
ists on the basis of present trends 
is as follows: 

First, consumer goods industries 
which are reported in the indexes 
of the Federal Reserve Board- 
Tobacco products are being 
manufactured this year at new 
production highs. However, if the 
ratio of increase of the last few 
years is continued] in 1937 an ex- 
pansion of from i to 7 per cent 
is Ukely. \ / 

Shoe and leather ^Dods produc- 
tion also is at a new^ligh but a 
small increase of from 2 to 3 per 
cent is probable. 

Textile production is difficult 
to forecast. Since output has been 
at high levels it is poniUe there 
might be a slump next year. How- 
ever, a gatai In production of about 
the same proportion as that shown 
for shoe and leather goods is quite 
pn^ble. 

Meat packers will have a one- 
sixth smaller amount of meat for 
sale next year. Livestock have 
been marketed in excessive num- 
bers this year because of the 
drought and it is unlikebr pro- 
duction can be restricted in 1937. 

Second, durable goods indus- 
tries — 

Iron and steel production will 
show an increase of 20 per cent, 
bringing output above 1929 levels. 

Aut(8n(rt>ile production may tai- 
crease 10 per cent. 

Mineral production may show 
a gain of from 8 to 10 per cent, 
with the greatest increase « prob- 
able in production of inm ore. 

Lumber, plate glass, c^e, ce- 
ment and other durable manu- 
factures will show an increase of 
about 20 per cMit. 

All manufacturing activity will 
be <»e-sevt»th greater thMi tUs 
yeu- ta mnt int. 



Constructton will be 25 per cent 
above levels this year but still 
considerably below levels of 192>^ ^ 
New housing and some lines di 
factory construction and mod- 
emizatito are expected to show 
good gains. 

Factors in Ineome Rise 

What factors are counted upon 
to continue the rise in national 
income? 

Major factors are pointed out 
as: 

The huge demand for replace- 
ment of machinery and other 
durable goods. One estimate 
shows that from 16 to 20 million 
additional workers would be need- 
ed fdf^dne year to make up the 
deficiency in durable goods which 
accumulated during the depres- 
sion. 

Increased foreign demand. 
European rearmament programs 
are requiring addltionfd materials 
and danger of war is causing ad- 
vance buying to increase stocks 
of both industrial and agricul- 
tural products. 

Easy credit. Mcmey now is 
available at one of the lowest rates 
on record and bankers and bor- 
rowers alike are showing greater 
willingness to risk new ventures. 

Certain retarding factors are 
described: 

Tax payments will be iieavier 
and' requirements of the , Social 
Security Act will force millions of 
workers to lay asld^ part of theb: 
wages to pay for future old-age 
pensicms and for unemployment 
cMnpensation. ^ 

Shortages of skilled labor may 
develop in some linra. particular- 
ly in building construction which 
has been among the most laggard 
of industries. 

Government borrowing to fin- 
ance public works and relief will 
stop. Funds available from Social 
Security Act collections and from 
general taxation are expected* to 
eliminate need for further bor- 
rowing. 

The Other Side of Recovery 

Also, dangers in the recovery 
prospect are pointed out: 

Speculative buying fm- Inven^p'*'" 
tories, with the resultant spiral of 
price increases and overstocking, 
may lead to another slump while 
inventories are reduced. 

Strikes and other labor troubles 
may Ue up key industries. For 
example, a real show-down in . 
either the automobile or steel in- 
dustrira and in the hundreds of 
subsidiary industries that produc- 
tion for the entire year might be 
prevented from reaching the 
levels Indicated. 

Will the increased prosperity ' 
end the unemployment problem? 

White^mantifactttring, both of 
durable and non-durable goods is 
expected to employ n^u'ly as 
many woricers as in 19^, con- 
struction will remain below nor. 
mal. Also, technical progress has 
reduced the number of workers 
needed iff some mdustries. 

Still another reason why near- 
restoration of 1929 levels of c«i- 
sumptitm will not end the unem- 
ployment problem is the increase 
m the number of gainful workere. 
It is estimated that because <tf 
population growth there now are 
four million more gainful workers 
than in 1929.— United States News 
-o

The only other landing field in 
the area is not satisfactory, the 
sponsm-s of the new development 
maintain, because of its distance 
from Virginia Beach and because 
of the marshiness of the adjacent 
territory.

AltematiTe Held Costly 

It also was pointed out that a 
new plant would be necessitated 
in the next two or three years, 
whatever the result of the refer- 
eiiHum should be. It would be, 
therefore, an interested advocate 
of the present construction plans 
stated, to the advantage of the 
Town to accept the present ar- 



rangement with the PuUic Works 
Administration, under which 45 
per cent of the total cost or mcve 
than $75,000 is given in^ out- 
right grant to the town, rather 
than to be forced to assume the 
enUre cost at some future date.

Game Birds Foundation. 

Warning that^2^more quail, 
grouse, prairie! chicnii and wild 
turkey hunting seascms have re- 
cently been ^sc^inued, the 
Foundation recommends t.h a t 
states .offer Uberalization of game 
laws on licensed areas to enable 
farmers to practice game man- 
agement and profit from resultant 
game bird crops. v 

Says Fee Inadeqnate 

"Various state conservation de- 
partments are being condemned 
for failing to accomplish the im- 
possible with the limited funds at 
their disposal. The truth is that 
the average license fee is entirely 
ina<»uate to provide all sports- 
men with the legal bag limit for 
even one day iix well-populated 
states," the Foundation declares 
in a new booklet "More Upland 
Game Birds." 

The booklet,, containing a sur- 
vey M>f causes and suggested 
remedies for the game bird de- 
cline, quotes findings of outstand- 
ing authorities that the farmer 
must be enlisted to restore the 
birds. Sportsmen are urged to 



pay the farmer for shooting 
privileges after he has created a 
game crop by providing the neces- 
sary natural food, cover and pro- 
tecticm. 

"While these auQiorities all 
agree that thejfarmer is the k6y 
to upland game.>ird resUnration, 
game laws of most states actual- 
ly discourage the farmer from 
raising game or practicing game 
management," the booklet reveals. 

' More Money for Farmos 

"Without a shooting season or 
a season of sufficient length to 
permit a reasonable harvest, the 
farmer will not Me able to realize 
an income adequate to compen- 
sate him, even if he was Interest- 
ed in game management. Many 
state game laws also prohibit the 
raising or management of game 
except 'in captivity.' 

"If game were made abundant 
on well-managed areas, under 
present laws no more than a small 
daily bag limit may be taken — 
despite the numlMr produced. 
Existing laws often prevent the 
practice of predator control — an 
important part of game manage- 
ment." 

To overcome legal obstacles to 
game management, the Founda- 
tion recommends that a distinc- 
tion be made between restrictions 
placed upon shoqting of wild game

A total of $154,635 was expend- 
ned>#n building construction in tbe 
town limits of Virginia Beach, 
accor<UQ^ to the Exchange, and a 
further gross of $285,413 in ttoe 
area which extends mm the 
town's northernmost boundary to 
Fort Story. Property developed 
west of the Beach on the boule- 
vard and Shore Drive la not in- 
cluded in these totals. 

In 1935, a total of $194,135 waa 
expended hi the greater Beach 
area <hi construction, of which 
$102,700 were spent in the toam 
proper. This amount exceeded 1^ 
$47,000 the total building ac 
tivlty reported in 1934. 

Represents Wide Gain 

Thus, according to the figures, 
the amount expended last year 
was more than 700 per cent great- 
er than in the previous year and 
900 per cent greater than in 19S4. 
An additional $145,812 were spent

True it is' that the Chamber ol 
Commerce is the agency properly 
chargeable wltn the promotion 
program, but not even Uiis well- 
intentioned organization can func- 
tion without funds and without 
support from those who constitute 
the summer business organizatl(m 
of this community. It is under- 
stood that many ambitious plans 
are now being considered by that 
agency, plans which when put in- 
to operation should attract wider 
interest to Virginia Beach than 
has ever before been secured, and 
it is necessary that the fullest 
possible cooperation be given to 
It by all who make their liveli- 
hood by means of the tourist.

When the kidnaper is apprehended— and apprehended he wHl be 
unless accidental death overtake him before the federal men close in 
on him— he will be found to be suitame material fw the pyschiatrist. 
It Is safe to assume that the planning of his action was prcnnpted 
either by greed for easy money or a hatred of those symbols which 
are the expressi<H» of wealth and position. Should either be the motive, 
it is readily understandable that delay in meeting his demands might 
easily prdve fatal. 

Neither the desire for easy money nor the hatred of those in high 
position would cause him to look with favor upon the youth whom he 
had snatched from his home, and the consequences of exposure or the 
lack of humane treatment would in no way concern him. So, since re- 
turn of the boy was the chief desire of his parents, what better course 
of action could be followed than to accede to the demands of the kid- 
naper at the earHest possible m<Hnent? 

Such a man must be either a coward or an exhibitionist, though 
the reconstructed events leading up to the finding of the battered 
body strongly suggfistihc^fOTmer. Being cowardly, the fact that na- 
tionwide attenti^nwas directed upon him, that the least Uttle dip 
might result in his apprehensi^, could <mly serve to strengthen his 
desire for a quick settlement f^ee of aU possible risk. The longer the 
delay, the greater the host of searchers recruited by those in charge 
of the case, the mose terror must fill his heart, the more fury must 
consume him. And the boy, innocent of all that is transpiring, a 
pawn in a dramatic game that cannot help himself, must of necessity 
bear the bruilt of his frustration. An occasional slap or kick, a vicious 
beating and, finally, shattered bones and a horrible death-nsuch may 
well have been the story of Charles Mattson's last few days.

Suppose, instead of giving every available detail of the at>duction 
and the subsequeirt search to newspapers and publicity-seeking police 
officers— from which charge the "G-men" might not be entirely ab- 
solved---the father of the missing boy had the courage to play a lone 
game and confine his dealings stricUy to the kidnaper as such were 
outlined to him. The story may have had no happier ending than 
was read- this week, for a motive deeper than the securing ol mere 
m<mey may have caused the abduction, but common sense suggests 
that all might now have been well. Perhaps the ease with which the 
first ransom was collected might have encouraged the kidnaper to try 
another sUnilar game on the distraught parent, but that is a pos- 
sibility that could have been dealt with after the first move was com- 
pleted. 

When the boy had been returned, or when all hope of his return 
seemed gone, then would have been the proper time to inaugurate 
the nationwide search through every possible medium. There may be 
little truth in the maxim that there Is honor even among thieves, but 
one method of negotiation— that. Indeed, suggested by the kidnaper 
himself— would have been carried to Its logical conclusicm, and from 
this point on the officers of the law might take up the case. 



The thought will be toterjected that a family such as the Matt- 
sons could not prevent Interference by the newspapers of the com- 
munity or the police officers. We agree that the latter would be easier 
to pledge to silence and noO'^lnterference than the former, fw news- 
papers in recent years have taken upon themselves the divine right 
—any other course would be howled down by the sensation-crazed 
editors as "censorship"— of calling widespread public attention to each 
and every detail of criminal action, not so much, we are certahi 
(however callous this may sound) of aiding hi its solution, but of in- 
cceaslng the circulation and the consequent financial gain of the in- 
dividual Journals. 

Not alone are they not satisfied with publishhig every detail and 
every theory of every crackpot, but amateur detectives are created 
in the ranks of the news staff and these are sent forth to sniff the 
scent of the kidnaper. The result, frequently— and we are damning 
here not every newspaper but, in particular, those of the more sensa- 
tional type— Is bungling of carefully laid police plans, often gross 
interference with them and, more frequently, publicatlcm of them be- 
fore they have been given a chance to work. 

Because of these tactics, ptherwlse sober and honest law enforce- 
ment officers succumb to the lure of publicity and become mere pawns 
in the hands of their newspaper contemporaries. Official plans are 
passed along without thought of consequences, fake newspaper leads 
are followed at the expense of more practical hints and clues, all de- 
signed to produce a story which will permit the headline. "Sensational 
Early Break b^ Kidnaping Mystery Immlneht." Bosh and rot. we've 
seen all too often the tenuous threads which produce such meaning- 
l^Jlokum.

We are not hi favor of an official attempt to curtail this damag- 
ing interference on the part of the newspapers, for we, too, are op- 
posed to official censorship, but we do advocate the humane coopera- 
tion of newspapers to the extent that no news Is published of such 
possible tragedies until the transaction is completed or all hope of 
such has fled. This, to our mind. Is unprintable news, and the failure 
of the newspapers to take such mi attitude has, again to our mind, 
sealed the death warrant of the youthful Undbergh and Mattson. 
Had they not hiterfered in both cases, the boys might be alive today. 

Censorship of news In the mdlvidual publishing office is nothing 
new or novel. Each day stories that appear to be damaghig to the 
reputation of smne innocent person ot to the morale of this or that 
organization are tossed into the wastebadcet without further thought. 
The olMcure weekly Journal do«i tills as well as the leading organs 
of pubUc ophiUn, for there is. in the mtod of the average responsible 
editor, a basic decency, a basic c<mslderati«i of the rights and feel- 
ings of tite Individual citieen. 

Wh«i such a course is foUowed with regard to kldnapings and 
shnilar outra^s against organHed society we may be «i our way to 
Ml elimination of these needless murders wltliout reUnquishlng one 
ttoy prospect of bringing to the bar of Justice tiiose who penpetrate 
them, llie new«»pers uid radio can perform a distinct pubUc ser- 
vice, as has been d<Mie innumeml^ timw in ttie past, hi seddng out 
thoM who flaunt society's laws, but they must do it in the pKig^ way 
and wltli proper i^ard for ttiose involved. To continue thdr present 
tUMtMoia cwirae may w^ m«Bi a ootittaiaaiHse of the mwdHous traU 
of Ow medmi UdMper. 



The political reporter of the 
Richmond News Leader thinks the 
announcements made by promin- 
ent supporters of the Democratic 
organization that they will back 
James H. Price for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nominaticm can 
mean nothing saye that Mr. Price 
and the original group supporting 
him have captured the Demo- 
cratic machine. The News Leader 
writer says the Democratic ma- 
chine destroyed itself by march- 
ing into the camp of Mr. Price. 
Of course, we cannot know how 
true this may be without accurate 
informaticm as to what started 
the march. 

As for these political develop- 
ments of the past few days In- 
dicating a change in the control 
of the Democratic organization in 
Virginia, we think The News 
Leader writer probably is mis- 
taken. It may be, of course, that 
the reporter in this case had in 
his possession facts which we do 
not possess, but experience and 
observation lead us to the con- 
clusion that the Democratic fx- 
ganization, instead of being over- 
thrown or weakened, has been 
strengthened by aligning itself be- 
hind Mr.' Price. 

It is likely that The News Lead- 
er reporter is not old enough to 
remember the contest of the 
governorship 35 years ago, when 
Andrew J. Montague defeated 
Claude A. Swanson. the organiza- 
tion candidate. Mr. Swanson had 
Lhe backing of numerous importr 
ant figures in the Democratic 
party in Virginia, notably that of 
Carter Glass, at that time a mem- 
ber of the Virginia senate. Mr. 
Montague was nominated and re- 
ceived the active support of the 
Democratic organization In the 
succeeding campaign. Mr. Swan- 
son at the nominating convention 
in Norfolk moved to make Mr. 
Montague's nominaticm unani- 
mous and four years later was 
nominated and elected to the gov- 
ernorship as the organization 
candidate. In 1912 Mr. K^ontague 
was elected to Congress with the 
help of the organization and has 
been known as an organization 
supporter ever since. Senator 
Glass did not come over as soon 
as Mr. Montague, but only a few 
^ears later he, too. became thor- 
oughly Identified with the Dem 
ocratlc organlzat 
and for 20 yi 

Democratic machine has had no 
more dependable supporter. 

However, the analogy between 
political conditions in Virginia as 
they were at the turn of the pre- 
sent century and as they are to- 
day is by no means complete. In 
the earlier day there was open 
and deadly warfare between the 
two factions. The anti-machine 
forces were led by Representative 
WUUam A. Jones, of the first dis- 
trict; Mr. Glass, Henry PaUfax 
and Jo^ph E. Wlllard and others 
of approximately equal import- 
ance, including R. Walton Moore, 
later elected to the House of Re- 
presentatives fora several terms, 
always with organisation rapport 
and at present asslsttmt secretary 
of state with the entire approvid 
of the Virghi& Democratic organ- 
ization. The Democratic party in 
Virginia in the 90s was split into 
two factions known as Martin and 
uitl-Marthi. Soiator Th(»ias S. 
Mutta was serving his first Uxm, 
to fAitoh he had Iwen elected ov<nr 
Oen. Fitihuflh Lee. The nqnMWt- 
en of Qtsa. Lee focnMd the nu- 
dew ^ ttw aDtt-wgaiyiaMn 
The 01^ flctory acfalevad 



by the anti-Martin facti(Hi was 
in the election of Mr. Montagu^ 
to the governorship. Four years 
later Senator Msuiiin defeated him 
for the Senate by an enormous 
majority. 

We. think The News Leader re- 
porter will fail to, see realized his 
expectation of important changes 
in«the personnel of prominent of*^ 
f icials of the State government at 
Richmond as a result of the elec- 
tion of Mr. Price to the governor- 
ship. We have Uttle doubt that 
Mr. Combs, for instance, will be 
reappointed to the. position of 
State -erfiilii^oller, that Mr. 
Frazier will raatinue to head the 
ABC board andV) on through the 
long list of thosehO^in official 
position in the Statetovemment 
and known as \asa\ organlzatlOD 
supporters. The surest way In 
which to find out whether one 
political faction or another is in 
control is to discover which side 
controls the patronage. 

In concluding it may be said 
that Mr. Price always has been 
identified with the Democratie 
otvanlzation. Many V^lnia 
Democrats similarly identified had 
declared for Mr. Price's nomina- 
tion long before the "march" of 
organization supporters to itAa 
the Price ranks last week. Mr. 
Price uttered no word indlcatlnc 
a n 1 1 - organization sentiments. 
Neither has there been an expres. 
sion from any authoritative source 
indicative of organization oppo- 
sition to Mr. Price's nomination. 
Quite a different condition existed 
in Virginia politics in 1921, when 
Mr. Montague, seeking the gov- 
ernorship nomination, was the ^ 
recognized leader of the forces 
opp<Hed to the Democratic or- 
ganization led by Senator Martin. 
No Martin man supported tKr. 
',^ntague. Very many> of the 
supporters of Mr. Price^rom the 
first have been therpersonal and 
political friends of Senator Byrd. 
Incidentally, it is fair to assume 
that many of these would not have 
been found supporting Mr. Price 
had they known that a vlct(ny 
for the candidate would mean the 
overthrow of the present Demo- 
cratic organizati(m. — Petersburg 
Progress-Index.

THE STBIXT OF TflE FISHING 
CAl 

Farrar A Rinehart. 308 pp. $2.50

"The Street of the Fishing Cat" 
is, strangely enmigh, iMither 
about streets nor cats, but is 
merely a novel about a group of 
Hungarian exiles trying to live in 
a strange country which happens 
to be France. The street they live 
on, which is hardly more than two 
houses l(mg, is named "The Street 
of the Fishing Cat", and thus we 
have the title of the winning 
novel in the International Prize 
competition. 

Jolan Folctes is a woman amply 
qualified to write a life novel 
about exiled Hungarians, for, 
Hungarian by' birth, she lived the 
greater part of her Ufe away from 
home. Her first experience was 
as a student supported Iqr her 
famUy. Disowned by her family 
because of a rash marriage, how- 
ever, she later saw the more 
seamy side of Parisian life when 
she worked as a factory girl, or 
as a teacher of French ta foreign 
workers who came to Paris In 
search of Jobs. After working in 
Egypt at the Htmgarian Embassy, 
she returned home to rectify the 
mistake of her first marriage Iv 
a divorce. She married again, 
"this time more intelligently," un- 
daunted by her first mistake. 

We give this brief sketch of 
Jolan Foldes' life because we be- 
lieve it will explain the impres- 
sion of authenticity which her 
work conveys. The material of 
her book is of l^at sort which can 
be gained only at first hand, by 
living in the conditions and with 
the people (me is writing about. 
Moreover, the fact that she mar- 
ried for young love and was dis- 
illusiuied may explain her mature 
sophistication, the easy freedom 
with which she treats the relation 
of the sexes, and the philosophical 
poise with which she has vested 
certain of her characters. 

By her exact knowledge of her 
subject she is saved from the nec- 
essity of excessive invention for 
versimilltude, and Is able to write 
with an easy, impressionistic style 
wherein simple significiuit details 
suggest many others, and in which 
figures of speech come airily and 
with a certaU> grace. She writes 
simply, with no stMining after ef- 
fects, with no recognisable rhe- 
toric, but as from a heart Ovsr- 
riowtng with a sensitiveness to 
beauty which is at times painful. 
From her father, the honest work- 
man, to isstvan the mountebank, 
she makes her characters Uve. 
She portrays those little humor- 
ous flashes that make poverty liv- 
able; and she draws masterfully 
those little tragic Unes which are 
the heritage of a poor and alien 
lieople. The cruelty of woman to 
wirnian and women to men is por- 
trayed as earnestly as is the 
cruelty of man to maid. 

l&ch character of "The Street 
of the Fishing Cat" is an hidlvi- 
dual; but, at the same time, each 
character is more thui that. Each 
one has the enduring quality of 
a Universal. We see in each ac- 
tton til this little drum the re- 
flecticm of many others. We see 
youth struggUng with the inevit- 
able and age resigned to it, the 
seducer foiled and that which he 
sought given to another at the 
price <a a smile, m short, we see 
Ufe puUng. unmistakeable, in all 
its variented moods. And to us 
the wonder ts. not that Jolan 
Foldes has seen life and pidnted 
it as it is. but Oiat so few oUiers 
are aUe to see it clearly, wittiout 



prejuitice or equivocation, as this 
gallant Hungarian girl has d«me. 
We feel that the judges who 
award this novel the i«ise are 
viiuUcated by their cht^ce. 



Besides Warwick Deeiring, per- 
haps the most IncuraMe idealist 
writing today is Sir Philip Oibbs. 
"Cities of Refuge" is his latest of 
smne 30-odd works, and in it Iw 
uses 470 pages, two ccmtinents 
and a period ot twenty years to 
prove that Betty Browne, Uw gov- 
erness, and her friends the Mark- 
ovs (perliaps the rest of us) live 
in a trouUed wrarld in which 
sweetness and light will at last 
prevail. Tet, concerning the dark- 
ness which has hung over Russia 
since 1916 and over post-war Cen- 
tral Eiircve, Sir niiUp does not 
pull his pimches. 

"Shining Scabbard" ccmcems a 
French family which lived in the 
days immediately preceding the 
World War— a grotesque family 
headed for tragedy, but too comic 
in their outlandish behavior for 
anyone to take the final cataclysm 
with a proper spirit of reverence. 
These Severins, addle-pated, 
pompous father, stupid mother, 
Jeering crone of a grandmother, 
half-caste daughter-in-law, de- 
voted son, among the (rthers. are 
the meat of the story; behhid 
which the plot, as interesting as 
it Is, falls a sorry second. There 
is nothing realistic about these 
weird exponents of decaying 
aristocracy, but they are com- 
pletely alive. Incidentally, R. C. 
Hutchinson is the author, and the 
novel is a bo<Aclub choice. 

A traditional, hard-headed work 
is Vera Brittain's "Honourable 
Estate." a story of three mar- 
riages, two Victorian and one 
modern. Here the modems have 
it. Points of resemblance to Sin- 
clair Lewis: There is much to de- 
light the modems, shock the Vic- 
torians, and thoroughly gum the 
person who is lociking for light, 
fast reading. 

There is also Pearl Buck's 
"Fighting Aotoel," a portrait of 
her father a%d companion piece 
to the portrait of her mother Ifl 
"The Exile." It seems that (me 
iMxik should duplicate the other, 
but it does not. The difference 
lies in the contrasting natures of 
the woman viuae Ufe was one of 
affection and pity in little things, 
and of the stem follower of the 
prophets who saw hi mankind 
only souls to be saved from burn- 
ing. 

We now have the hulde story of 
Kiplhig's "Stalky and Co." from 
Q. C. Bemford, the original 
"MTurk," and find that KipUng's 
tale of school life ftt Westward Ho 
and Berraford's mem^ record 
slightly different images. Rdther 
the most interesthig thing about 
"School Etays with KipUng." as 
the book is called, is the picture 
of the youthful author. Kipling 
was first called "Beetle"; later 
"Giglamps" (shortened to "Oig- 
ger"), for the large, thick-lensed 
spectacles which, along with a 
submarghial moustache, adorned 
his face. How his smile seemed so 
noticeable amid these distractions 
is a matter for wonder, but never, 
theless he Is described as "a broad 
smile . . . with a smaU boy behind 
it." There are amushig instances 
and anecdotes about the brash lad 
who offered to pay a freight Mil 
with a poem and got away with 
it: and who offered to rewrite (me 
of the classics and di<tai't get away 
with It. in a foreword, General 
Dunstervilte ("Stalky") remmds 
us that a good Mt of ttds 
evolved biography is Beresfw 
and that old m«i'8 monortea ue 
tricky, whifdi meets all criUcIsm 
and yet leaves an acoiwut with a 
thoroutfily aul^iUte

In the first place, the 
leather usually takes a tumbte in 
temperature for a spell of three, 
maybe four days at a time. It is 
on these days that the annual 
"Hog-KlDta's" or Butcherin' Days 
take place. like Harvesting time, 
this season brings many neigh- 
bors and friends together for a 
friendly, gossipy visit. The work 
is hard to be true, but the social- 
izing connected with such a day 
makes up for aO the extra heavy 
watk. During the last couple 
weeks we have had so waacih saus- 
age, souse, scrapple and lard mak- 
ing, that I have decided to print 
a few of the recipes familiar to 
the older home makers but not 
available to the younger ones in 
printed form. 

To Cm« BacMi 

To every one thousand pounds 
of pork, take one bushel of fine 
salt, half pound of saltpeter, one 
gallon of molasses or eight potmds 
of brown sugar. Mix them thor- 
oughly and rub well on the meat. 
Then pack in a hogs^ad or tight 
barrel, placing the hams at the 
Ipottom, shoidders next and mid- 
dlings last. Change every week 
for four successive weeks. Then 
hang up and smoke a little every 
morning for three weeks. After 
which rub weU in hickory ashes 
or in ashes of snne good wood. 
Then, bag the hams and rehand 
all up. 

Coring Hans 

To each one thousand poimds 
of meat, half bushel of fine salt, 
six pounds of brown sugar, three 
pounds of pounded saltpeter, 
quaiter poimd .cayefine pepper, 
mix well and wet with m(dasses. 
Rub each ham and piece of meat 
an both sides well. Pack in meat 
tubs, skin side down. Let them 
remain four weeks. Hang in a 
perfectly dark house. §moke 
c(»istantly for three days with 
hickory. During a damp spell in 
winter or spring, make an 
occasional smoke. Have the meat 
entirely cold before salting, but 
don't allow it to freeze.

To Make Sense 

As soon as the hog is cleaned, 
cut off the feet uid cleui thr- 
oughly of the hairs. Then, to get 
the hoof from the feet, dip them 
in hot lye. not above the hoof, and 
slip a knife between the foot and 
hoof and slip it off. The ears and 
nose must also be nicely cleaned, 
then soak In clear water with a 
little washing soda dissolved In it, 
about twenty-four hours. Scrape 
again and have them as white and 
clMUi as possible, then boll until 
tender. Then drop in weak salt 
and water till cold. Than" drop In 
vinegar. It will keep several 
months. 

To Cure Lard 

As soon as It is taken from the 
hog cut in small piecra, wash 
clean, prms out the water and put 
in the pot to boil, with one gallon 
of water to a vessel holding four 



gaUons. Boil Imskly imtil nearly 
done, or until the craekliia begtai 
to brown, then cook slowly to pn- 
vent burning. The cracklins 
should be of a light tarown and 
crisp and will sink to the bottmn 
when done. This is leaf lard. The 
fat of the backbone is also very 
nice, done in the same way. and 
does not require soaking, unless 
bloody. The fat from the entrails 
can also be made into nice lard by 
soaking ftn- a (^ or two in fresh 
water, changing it frequently, and 
throwing a handful of salt in the 
tub of water to draw out Uie bkwd 
and impurities. When ready to 
render, wash in warm water twice 
and boil in more water than you 
do for leaf lard. The crackBns 
win ntH; becooM crisp, but remain 
soft, and win stDk to the bottom; 
they are used for making soap.

Livestock, Units Smaller Than 
Last Year, Survey of 
Animals Reveals. 



The supply of livestock on hand 
January 1, in terms of animal 
units, was smaller than for the 
same date in 1036, according to O. 
C. Herring, extension animal hus- 
bandman. Total meat supplies, in 
1037 wUl be smaller than last year 
and probably almost as small as 
in 1036, whoi supplies were the 
smaUrat in the last 15 years. 

The reducticm will be greatest 
in pork and the better grades of 
beef, as the drought reduced feed 
grttin supplies to a greater extent 
than t^e supplira of hay and 
rou ghage. Herring explains. 
^ Dom«rtic demand for meats im- 
proved during the last ttiree years, 
and it is quite likely to ccmtinue 
to improve in 1037. With nnaUer 
receipts and further improvement 
in demand this year, the general 
level of livestock and meat prices 
is likely to be higher than in 1036 
and higher than for several yean. 
Herring expects. 

Even under favorable conditions 
for feed production in the next 
three years, it is hardly probable 
thik total ^ughter «w^es wUl 
reach a level equal to the 1030- 
1934 average before 1040. During 
this period, it is quite likely, says 
Herring, that the position of live- 
stock producers will be mwe 
favorable than that of cash grain 
farmers. 

The low point in the downward 
trend in horses and mules is ex- 
pected in four years, and the low 
point for horses of work age a few 
years later. The Increases in colt 
production which began in 1033, 
will have to continue for several 
more years to offset the dimp- 
pMruM^ of old animals. 

Prices may increase somewhat 
durbig Uw next few years; tiiough 
demands will depend cm the ex- 
tant to which mechanical power 
replaces hcffses and mules. It Is 
qitfte Uk^ that prraent horse 
numbers are i^ut sufficient to 
tMke c»3X of requir^neits. Imt 
ab<Nit 1,000,000 cottM should be 
ptvOaixi annually to maintain 
preamt numbers.

dent. The ^pwt, wtiich was made 
public yesterday indicates that 
the net income in, line with'the> 
trend since 1933, Aill show pro- 
portionately morej 
gross incmne. 

Net income is whai 
have left after pi^ring production 
expenses, rent, interest, taxes, and 
the wages oi hired labor, and al- 
lowing tat the depredatiwi of 
buildings and equiiwaent. Since 
1033 farm commodity i»l<x8 have 
risen n^nv than inroduction ex- 
penses and other charges, so that 
farmers have had a widening 
margin te^wieen costs and iHriceB. 
In 1935 ihe^«^ income available 
to farm oplrators was more than 
three times as large as in 1932. 
And though tl^igores for 1936 
have not yet bew^<compiled they 
will undoubtedly better the show- 
ing of the previous year. 
General Crw FaOare 

From a production standpoint. 
says the report, the year 1936 
ranked next to 1934 as the most 
disastrous seasmi in the history 
of the country. Records going 
back to the early 1860's include 
no comparable seasms of general 
crop failure. Oeographically. the 
drought of 1936 clcnely resembled 
that of 1934. Both droughts 
greatly reduced the production of 
grains. In 1936. however, except 
in limited areas, there was no 
acute shortage of hay and rough- 
age. Hay production was raily 
about 10 percent below the aver- 
age, the supply of old hay on 
hand was rather large, and the 
number of livestock on farms was 
relatively small. 

>lSecretary Wallace notes that 
the agricultural Improvement of 
the last three years has promoted 
the welfare of nonfarm groups. 
Consumer buying power, he says, 
has risen withlasm incomes, and 
the average empl^^wage earner 
could buy more fwto in 1936 than 
he could at the peak of prijik^erity 
in 1929. Effects of the 1936 
drought cm the cost of living will 
probably be similar to those pro- 
duced by the drought of 1934, but 
the report declares the resul 



small rise in the eort of living will 
be substantially offeet by recovery 
in urban baying powor. This 
country's farm productivity is m 
tremendous, the Secretery re- 
marks, ttiat recovery fnnti dnna^t 
comes quiddy. Our farm inro. 
duction, despite the influence of 
the 1034 drought, was only 10 
percent less in 1^4 and also in 
1035 than it had been hi 1930, In- 
dustrial i»odudtioa, after falUng 
56 percent oi tte IMO 
levfll> recovered in 1935 only to 82 
percent of the 1930 volume.

'T«HB "Treasure Hoot" and the 
•■• "Scavenger Party," so popular In 
recent yeara as a form of amuse- 
ment tor night social gatheringa, 
now have a rival In the "Picture 
Hunt." 

Instead ot going out to find con- 
cealed "treasures" or queer objects 
la the highways and bywajni, the par- 
ticl^nts go out with their cameras 
and bring back night photographs. 
The negatives are developed and 
printed while the contestants are at 
■upper, dancing, or otherwise amus- 
ing themselves. Prizes are awarded 
to the takers of the most successful 
pictures. 

Is this ezcltingT Each partlclpuit 
is given a eonslderable list of sub- 
jects from which he or she may 
make a choice ot one or more — such 
as "Street Scene." "Waterfront 
Scene," Night Club," "Theater En- 
trance." "Trafflc Policeman," "Hotel 
Chef and the like. 

All the "hunters" start ont to- 
gether and mutt return with tiieir 
trophies within a given time. Ar^ 
rangements are made with a photo 
finisher to receive the negatives, do 
a quick Job and deliver the finished 
prints at the headquarters ot the 
hunt before midnight. The pictures 
are then viewed and Judged for 
prizes by a committee of noa-i^rtict- 
pants. 

While some of the subjects as- 
signed liiay rail for flash bulbs, su- 
per-eNiEltive filoi, and an ultra-fart 



lens, the scope ot the hunt generall> 
is broadened to include subjects 
that do not require all ot these aids. 
For Instance, a contestant owning an 
ordinary camera may successfully

Tried recently In New Tork by a 
group of "socialites," the picture- 
hunt Idea has spread and is being 
adapted also to daytime picture 
hunting. The daytime hunt appeals 
especially to club, church and other 
social organlsatlims. It winds ap ia 
the evening aa the main feature ot 
a dinner or supper meeting at which 
the pictures are' displayed and 
Judged. Subjects pertaining to the 
activities of the organisation are 
MBlgned and the pletares. In addl- 
tlon to their pictorial Interest, 
prove of considerable historical 
mlue to the organization.

CURING PORK ON THE FARM 



Methods of curing pork vary 
considerably, but the difference is 
largely in the method of applying 
the curing agents, according to 
George C. Herring, animal hus- 
bandman, extension division. Salt 
is the principal curing agent, Sfeiys 
Mr. Herring, and the basis of all 
meat curing. Sugar or molasses 
gives meat a sweet flavor and also 
has a tendency to soften the 
muscle fibers, counteracting the 
hardening effect of salt. Salt- 
peter has some preserving effect 
and also brings out the natural 
red color. Pepper is used both for 
seasoning and to repel Insects. 

A satisfactory curing, mixture 
consists of eight pounds of salt, 
two pounds of sugar, preferably 
brown, and two ounces of salt- 
peter, which is sufficient for 100 
pounds of meat. Mix the ingre- 
dients throughly and then rub 
one-half of the mixture on the 
meat and pack it in a box or bar- 
rel. The meat should then be 
repacked about the third and 
tenth days using one-half of the 



remainder of the curing mixture 
each time. Cuts should remain 
in cure about two days per pound, 
that is, a fifteen pound ham 
should remain in cure about 
thirty days. Meat cures a little 
less rapidly in extremely cold 
weather. 

Bacon, if cut into strips ac- 
cording to standard recommenda- 
tions, requires less time in cure 
and a milder curing mixture is 
desirable. It is IBierefore suggest- 
ed that in curing bacon strips 
pnly five pounds of salt be used 
in the above mixture and cuts be 
left in cure one and one-half days 
per potmd. 

Smoking helps to preserve meat 
and gives it a desirable flavor. 
Green hickory wood is preferred 
although maple, apple or oak is 
satisfactory. A slow smoking pro- 
cess is preferable. After smoking, 
meat should be stored in a cool, 
dark place. It may tit further 
protected by wrapping in paper 
and putting In muslin bags.

(Continued frwn Page One) 
conserving crops will be establish- 
ed for farms participating^ in the 
program for use in measuring in- 
creases in soil-conserving crops. 

(5) The allowance which grow- 
ers of vegetables and fruits can 
earn through soil-building prac- 
tices has been increased for the 
1937 program. 

(6) Producers with sizeable 
acreages in permanent pasture 
will be given an opportunity for 
additional participation in the 
program. 

(7) The mininum which small 
producers can earn has been in- 
creased to $20. 

(8) The administrative expenses 
of all county agricultural conser- 
vation associations will be deduct- 
ed from the payments to farmers 
in their respective coi(nties. as 
under the 1936 program. 

Payments Listed 
As in 1936, payments will be 
divided into two classes; namely. 
Class I or division payments and 
Class II or soil-building pay- 
ments. The rates of payment for 
diversion from the cotton, tobacco, 
and peanut soil-depleting bases, 
and the maximum limit of di- 
version from the base for which 
payment will be made are as 
follows: 

(1) Cotton, five cents per pound 
limit 35 percent. 

(2) Flue-cured and Hurley to- 
bacco, five cents per pound; limit 
25 percent. (1936 limit, 30 per- 
cent.) 

(3) Pire-curjed and dark air- 
cured tobacco, three and mie-half 
cents per pound; limit, 30 per- 
cent. 

<4) Peanuts, one and one-fourth 
cents per pound: limit 15 per- 
cent. (1036 limit. 20 percent. 
|9 Average PayBfwnt 

The rate of payment for diver- 



sion from the general, soil-deplet- 
ing base is an average of $9.00 
per acre for the United States 
varied among farms in accordance 
with productivity, tot each acre 
diverted ifrom the general soil- 
depleting base. The limit on this 
payment is 15 percent of the gen- 
eral soil-depleting base, with the 
provision that farms on which 
crops in the general soil-depleting 
base are not produced in excess 
of home needs will not be eligible 
for this payment. 

The rates for approved soil- 
buildii^g practices such as liming, 
terratiing, reforestation and seed- 
ing specified soil-building crops 
will be in line with those of 1936. 
As in the 1936 program, the limit 
for payment for soil-building prac- 
tices will be the soil-building 
allowance for the farm. The 
allowance, generally speaking, has 
been increased over the allowance 
for 1936 to give greater emphasis 
to soil-building practices. The 
list of practices for which pay- 
ments will be made in 1937 will 
be announced later.

Soil-building AUowance 

On farms mailing diversion from 
soil-depleting bases, the soU-build- 
ing allowance will be $1.00 for 
each acre in the normal acreage 
on soil-conserving crops for the 
farm plus the acres diverted. 

On farms which are not eligible 
to earn the diversion payment, 
that is, farms which have rela- 
tively low acreage of soil-deplet- 
ing crops, the allowance will be 
computed on the basis of the total 
number of acres of crop land in 
the farm. In such cases the acre- 
age of crop land will be multiplied 
by a rate which will average 80 
cents per acre in the United 
States, varied by the productivity 
of the land. 

Other items which will be add- 
ed to the allowance for any farm 
where they apply are: (1) $1.00 
per acre for commercial vegetable 
crops, if single cropped: $2.00, if 
double cropped; (2> $1.00 per acre 
for commercial orchards: and (3) 
25 cents for each acre of non- 
crop open pasture land, which 
meets certain specifications. 

The minimum soil-building al- 
lowance for any farm is $10.00, 
and for any farm not eligible to 
earn a diversion payment, the 
minimum allowance is $20.00. 

Other Provisions 

A deduction will be made from 
any payment which would other- 
wise be due, if the 1937 acreage 
of cotton and peanuts or general 
depleting crops exceeds the base 
established for these crops on any 
farm. The deduction for the ex- 
cess acreage will be made at the 
rc^te of payment for diversion 
with an increased acreage of soil- 
conserving crops. 

The administratimi of the Ag- ' 
ricultural Conservaticm Program 
in the counties, as in 1036, will 
be through State Agricultural 
Conservation Committees, county 
and community committees, the 
County Agricultural Conservation 
Association, and the Agricultural 
Extensicm Service.

The rates on Class I, or diver- 
si<m payments, to farmers parti- 
cipating in the 1936 Agricultural 
Conservation Program in Virginia 
have been increased 5 per cent, 
Directw J. R. Hutchesdn, of the 
Virginia Agricultural Extension 
Division, announced this-w^k. 

Tills means that the payment 
for shifting tobacco, cotton, and 
other soil-depleting crops in 1936 
nflll be five per cent greater, than 
those indicated at the rates pre- 
viously in effect. For example, a 
producer who would have received 
$100 for diversion under the tdd 
rates in Virginia will now receive 
6Mi> m^laatmm also has beei 
made In Um ntet of <3M»tiMy< 
ments to the North Central and 
Western Regions. 

Expenses Dedncted 

County administrative expenses 
of conducting the ccmservation. 
program in the Ea'st Central 
Region are deducted from pay- 
ments, as is the case in the North 
Central and Western Regimis. The 
administraftve expenses in the 
Northeast and Southern Regions 
have been paid from the general 
administrative fund for carrying 
out the program. The increase in 
the rates for Class I payments in 
the East Central, North Central, 
and Western R^icms brings thfse 
rates to an average of 100 percent 
for each of the five regions. 

The result will be to equalize 
the rates of payment received by 
fanners in all regions, whether 
their county administrative ex- 
penses are paid locally or ouk of 
the ' general administrative finid. 
To illustrate, for diversion from 
the cotton soil-depleting base 
farmers in the East Central Re- 
gion under the revised rates will 
receive SV4 cents a pound, less 
administrative expenses.

Refusal of the application en- 
tered several months ago by the 
Norfolk-Southern Railroad Com- 
any to abandon 10.2 miles of the 
branch line running from Pungo 
to Munden was made this week by 
the Interstate Commerce Com. 
mission meeting in Washington. 
Operation of the branch line in 
lower Princess Anne county was 
unprofitable, the railroad officials 
declared in their brief, which was 
submitted to an examiner of the 
commission during the late faU.

To begin with, the center of the 
proposed flying field is a half- 
mile away from the church and 
almost a full mile from the school. 
Being planned as a small venture, 
chiefly for the convenience of 
pilots who might wish to visit 
Virginia Beach in their own 
'planes, the activity of the aver- 
age commercial field with its roar- 
ing motors and constant taking- 
off and landing of a variety of 
air machines will be nonexistent, 
certainly for many years to come. 

The "noise nuisance,'! about 
which the school authorities com- 
plained in their resolution, strikes 
us as rather futile. Barring an 
occasional early visitor, most of 
the limited activity at the airport 
will be confined to the summer 
season when the school is not in 
session, and,>even though patron- 
age at the field should exceed the 
most sanguine expectations of the 
operators during the other seasons 
of the year, the distance of the 
field from the school and the re- 
gulations of the Department of 
Commerce forbidding low flying 
over residential areas — under pain 
of revocation of licenses, be it 
understood — precludes any serious 
threat to school discipline. 

While on the subject of this ob- 
jection, we admit that noise from 
a too^near flying field might in- 
terfere with the church services. 
However, 'duch services are held 
only on Sunday morning — nor- 
mally a time of little flying acti- 
vity — and it is our belief that the 
operators would be willing to 
agree to a complete cessation of 
all commercial activities, such as 
sight-seeing flights, during these 
hours of church services, if the 
noise should develop. We have, 
on occasion, sat in churches 
through the opened windows of 
which cfime a steady clamor from 
street cars and automobiles with- 
out noting any disruption of the 
service, and we are, as a con- 
.sequCifce? unable to place too 
much emphasis upon this objec- 
tion; 

The school authorities also 
complain of the menace to life in 
the threat of falling planes. Oc- 
casiofkally, it is true, a chimney 
is knocked awry and, on rarer oc- 
casions, planes do bounce off 
roofs and other property, but the 
threat is too far-fetched to per 
mit serious consideration as a real 
reiuson for denying development 
of the field. The airport is pro- 
posed as a station for modem fly. 
ing machines, not for the old 
barnstorming "crates" of ten 
years or more ago. 

With the single exception of the 
City Airport at Glen Rock, which 
might be expected to fight the 
new field because of the certainty 
that many fliers would prefer 
the better facilities there to be 
found, all other airports in this 
area have given enthusiastic en- 
dorsement to its development. The

made for the unusuaDy clear exposition of a iHroad course (tf> social 
refonn which It dictates. CiHning from a man who, during the past 
four years, set up the preliminary machinery to make this further 
progteaa possible, his remarks on this historic occasicm can be con- 
strued as little short of revolutionary. _^ 

It Is^ite possible that men previously ele^rated to the Presidency 
of this nation held similar ideas and ideals, but none has expressed 
them as a working policy to which he and his administration were 
pledged. Synthetic Interest in the little fellow and sham tears for 
his unfortunate economic plight have not been uncmnmon, but tradi- 
tion and practice have dictated an interpretation ^of justice and. 
liberty that have favored Ihe m(H« fortunate at his expense. We 
bring no charge' of oppressicm' or tyranny, for justice In this former 
age, so far as the average man was concerned, meant merely the right 
to work— if he could find a job— at any wage he could secure. The 
«c(momic reins were not in his hands; his voice was not he&rd in the 
councils of Industry and business. 

But President Roosevelt, in keeping with what may well be a majorr 
ity opinion in this nation, believes that economic security is^ much 
the right of the little man 'as of his more fortunate brother. And, be 
it understood, his interpretation of justice Is all-inclusive, visualizing 
each 'man as an individual without thought of class disthicticm.. If 
prosperity is for one, he remarks, then it must he tor all, else there 
can be no democracy in fact such as that to which we subscribe in 
theory. I

How this ideal state — oi, perhaps, in all fairness we should say 
this more perfect state— is to he obtained has not yet been fully de- 
termined upon. Its broader aspects, however, have been stated, and 
it is thus that we read them: ' 

1. Most pressing of all are the matters of unemployment and old 
age insurance. If factors beyond the control of the worklngman brhig 
a halt to his business or industrial activity or if sickness force him 
from his job. the security which he f nd his fellows have developed for 
those who control the plant or business must, in part, at least, be his. 
What today is represented as but a portion of his salary In times of 
general prosperity will be increased in the ccMning years, we believe, 
to an amount not much less than that regulHrly received. What is 
true of temporary layoffs- must also be true of that period of life 
when impaired faculties and the demands of oncoming youth force 
him from his job and send him into the retirement of old age. 

2. Mr. Roosevelt believes ardently in the right of government to 
determine the hours of labor, not alone for women and children, but 
also for the mass of male workers. He would attack the problem of 
unemployment at its very source and, by reducing the amount of 
hours per week that a man may work, provide unheardof opportuni- 
ties for those who now are jobless because of a condition provoked by 
substitution of machines and scientific processes for ordinary labor. 

3. The President further believes in the raising of the salary scale 
to a place beyond that generally referred to as a "living wage." He 
believes that industry, if given the proper Incentive, can work out this 
problem to the mutual advantage of all, even though it reduce dras- 
tically former percentages of profit by the more equitable distribution 
of the returns of labor. Needless to say, the basis of future distribu- 
tions of these returaswiU not be left exclusively to the employing 
class, and cooperatfl^iH^rgaining will play a large paijt in future wage 
discussions. 

4. This matter of equitable returns for all will be achieved, in the 
President's opinion, by a proper application of the basic prhiciples of 

I economics to the problenul of production and distribution. Overpro- 
|ductlon, with its tendenpy toward cessations of industrial and agri- 
I cultural activity, must /cease, and careful planning, guided by the 
< factors of consumers' demand, must set the tempo for production. If 
regimentation of the nation's resources Is the only way to achieve 
such a state, the President is ready to advocate that course. 



Is this Presidential doctrine taken solely frmn the theories first 
voiced in comprehensive fashion by Marx or Lenin? Are we being 
steered into a socialistic or communistic state? We think not, and we 
are prepared to believe the President's protestations in this matter. 
Without knowing the exact course that his future guidance is to take, 
we are confident that such guidance will be democratic in essence, 
seeking, ribt the elevation of the bourgeois or the proletarian to a post 
of command, but a common security for each man, each according 
to his ability and talents, but without the oppression and the want 
which now hold such a great mass of our people. ^ 

Mr. Roosevelt and those who are in agreement with him believe 
that inasmuch as the American brand of democracy differed radical- 
{ ly from all other forms of this same governmental theory so will their 
extension, of democratic principles be entirely in keeping with that 
i t}asic doctrine. What they are doing, they insist, is to bring demo- 
I cracy into our economic life even as it was made politically effective 
I in 1776. Theirs is the purpose of real belief, theirs the desire to right 
I many of the wrongs which now exist— to what degree they will be 
I successful is a matter that lies in the future.

j Many will sigh for the old order. Many others will regret the 
I "conservatism" of our present leaders, but all must be prepared for 
I inexorable change. "Each age," quoted the President in his inaugural 
I address, "is a dream that is dying, or one that is coming to birth," 
' and this nation appears on the way to create yet another development 
j in the history of democratic government. There is little or no likeli- 
hood that we shall ever go back to that procedure which reached its 
1 highest expression during the Coolldge era and its lowest during the 
administration of Mr. Hoover. In an economic sense that is as dead 
an issue as the question of slavery. Economic history is marehing 
ahead to what we truly hope is firmer ground. 

' The protagortlsts of this RooaevfStian Democracy hall its devdop- 
m^t as the dawning of a day which will carry a certainty of econo- 
mic opportunity for all and proper consideration for those who pos- 
sess neither the abiUty nor the desire to achieve greatness in however 
small a sphere. If their enthusiasm can be curlied and kept within 
the bounds of sanity, if the lure of rash experiment and foolish prac- 
tice can be denied, then there may be hope for its accomplishment, 
but, like each and every otter development in world history, strict 
adherence to scientific rules alone can Insure success. 

Imposition of this philosophy upon the nation as a working guide 
will anger and perplex some as it brings joy to others. Men who have 
subscribed to the doctrine of individualism and who have enjoyed 
satisfactory returns from their labors watch with a feeling akin to 
horror ttJis growth of a philosophy which they hold to be borrowed 
In its entirety from the radical teachings of Europetms. Many of 
these, now convinced that their doctrine is definitely a thing of the 
past, watch the progress of these modem experiments with a cer- 
tainty of ultimate disaster, fearful for the lot of their children uid 
their children's chiklren, convinced that the true democracy, as they 
understand it, is dead. 

And, perhaps, they may be right. And yet, what lies ahead may 
bring even to their offspring a wraith of <»Portunity, a plenitude of 
real prosperity and wellbeing such as even the greatest of them has 
never known. The history of the world has been pretty consistently 
a groping for basic truth and a smreh t<a the bettermmt of human- 
ity. Unless the world has been turned around hi a hurry and reversed 
Its direction. Its hist^H7 shmikl continue to report such progress, and 
it is upcm the belief that there has been no radical change in its dhec- 
U(m that we base our personal iMHDe for continued advancement. 



Sundry 'gentlemen are button- 
holing Congressmen in Washing- 
ton these days to advocate an 
"era of good feeling." They want 
to soft pedal this investigation 
and cut short that one. 

If physicians operated on the 
same theory, they would stop ad- 
ministering medicine when the 
patient was half-recovered and 
take hhn aut night clubbing just 
to show there were no hard feel- 
ings. 

The New Deal Congress had 
better hold the patient's nose and 
administer a few more spoonfuls 
of medicine— even at the risk of 

a little yowling. 

• * * • 

This policy should apply to all 
aspects of the New Deal's pro- 
gram, but in particular to the job 
begun by the Wheeler railroad 
investigation. 

We have had many railroad in- 
vestigations in the past, but few 
thorough ones; the loose ends left 
behind have invariably piled up 
trouble for the future. 

A f hiancial report the other day 
on the work lieing done by the 
trustees of the bankrupt New 
York, New Haven &; Hartford 
Railroad provides a striking illus- 
tration. 

The tmstees, it was reported, 
are "unscrambling the railroad, 
trolley and steamship lines joined 
together by the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford thirty to 
forty years ago." 

The road went bankrupt in 1913 
after'altecade of//ancy finftncing 
in which it was loaded up with 
trolley, steamship, hotel and 
utility properties on extortionate 
terms. 

The I. C. C. reported, after the 
crash, that banker control in- 
creased the New Haven's liabilities 
from $93,000,000 to $417,000,000 hi 
that period and that $204,000,000 
of this amount went to non-rail- 
road purposes, not all of it honest- 
ly. 

Despite hivestigation and pub- 
licity there was no fundamental 
reform and the same evils made 
it impossible for the New Haven 
to weather this depression and 
dragged it Into bankruptcy again 
in 1935. 

"The failure of banker man- 
agement," says one authoritative 
work on trust and corporation 
problems, "was primarily the re- 
sult of confusing the functions of 
banker and business man." 

The same confusion and the 
same malpractices are responsible 
for many of our raHroad bank- 
ruptcies. 

Only a Senate investigation can 
thoroughly investigate the tangled 
skeins that run from banker'is of- 
fice through holding company to 
railroad and lay the basis for pre- 
vention. 

• * * • 

We wonder whether Congress is 
going to stw or starve the 
Wheeler investigation uid leave 
the roof unpatched until the next 
time it rains. 

Or whether it is going to widen 
the investigation's authority and 
give It ample funds to protect the 
public's $25,000,000,000 investment 
in the railroads. 

So far it has had only $150,000. 
Two New York law firms were 
paid that much for their work 
against the Wheeler-Raybum bill. 
The committee needs at least $1,- 
000,000. That is only l-250th of 
1 percent of our investment in 
railroads. It is cheap insui«nce 
against future rallrrad bank- 
mptcles. 



The $1,150,000 investigation in- 
to telephone c(»npanies has al- 
ready brought savbigs of $22,- 
000,000 a year in rates to tele- 
phone users. The railroad In- 
vestors wpidd be equally profit- 
able to investors, shippers and 
railroad workers. 

Naturally, powerful mterests' 
want to hide past wrongdoing so 
they may have a free hand for 
another period of wildcat finance. 

A New Deal Congress must not 
help them.— Philadelphia Record. 



STRAINING A POINT 



We fail to share the alarm of 
fdriiier Governor John Garland 
Pollard, Virginia statesman and 
prominent Baptist, that Federal 
NYA grants for student aid In 
Baptist schools constitute an- 
abridgment of religious liberty, 
either in the sectarian or the 
larger implications. Bfr. Pollard 
calls upon the Baptist colleges In 
Virginia to eschew the mcmey paid 
out under the National Youth 
Administration l)ecause, as he 
contends, "If Baptist colleges . . . 
refuse on principle to allow the 
Government to pay Its professors. 
its librarians and Its business 
managers, then they must refuse 
to allow the Government to pay 
those who assist these college of- 
ficers." We do not believe this is 
a logical conclusion. For one 
thing, it is obvious that the li- 
brary and office projects and 
other work provided for in the 
student aid program Is created 
work — that is, designed not so 
much for any pressing need of 
the particular job but chiefly to 
preserve the self-respect of tJ 
students receiving the help. Thl? 
is not to belittle the work done In 
the NYA program; it is only to 
make clear that the work provid- 
ed is the result of the compensa- 
tion and not the cause of It. In 
no way could this student aid In- 
fluence the sectarian or broader 
religious policies of the college. 

It is our view that the Govern- 
ment Is materially aiding the in- 
stitutions in question, as well as 
all those in the State, whether 
tax-supported, sectarian or pri- 
vate, by increasing enrollment. 
Many students have lieen enabled 
to attend schools of higher educ 
tional learning with the aid of the 
monthly work allowances pro- 
vided by the Youth Admhfkistra- 
tlon that otherwise would never 
have enriched the coffers of the 
institution or had an opportunity 
to receive an education. During 
the depression sectarian schools 
had a bitter struggle to keep go- 
ing. While thdr situation ts now 
improved there Is still small doubt 
but that they welcome the great- 
est number of students their 
schools can accommodate. If the 
sectarian schools. Baptist and 
otherwise, were able to give, or 
did givf^ an amount of student 
aid confmensurate to that afford- 
'ed by the NYA we would say by 
all means refuse the Federal pro- 
ffer. Since this does not seon to 
be the case, what except good can 
result from Increadng the num- 
ber of paid tuitions, spreading the 
benefits of higher education and 
contributing to the greater fin- 
ancial stability of the educational 
pnrfession, without which the 
highest type of instructors are 
difficult to secure? — Tidewater 
News.

CROPS aiYEVED 

Sharp Increase m Brecdng of 
Animab Aatkipated Dnr- 
mg Craning Tear.

The IIM pig crop was estimated 
to be 60,884,000 head, an increase 
of 11 per cent above that at 1935, 
accOTding to O. C. Herring, ^»te 
extensicm animal husbandman. 
The number ot hogs tor slaughter 
during the marketing year begin- 
ning Octcriber 1 is expected to be 
10 to 15 per cent larger than the 
two inreceding years, but abtmt 30 
per cent less than the average of 
the period 1920-1934. There was 
a distinct tendency upward in 
numbers until the drought com- 
pelled many hog growers to 
change their plans. 

The seasonal distribution of 
slaughter supplies will be greatly 
different frmn that of the past 
marketing year. The fall and 
wiiltier jsupply will represent a 
lal^er pn^wrtion than usual of 
the year's supply\Supplies in the 
last quarter, July to September, 
are expected to be c<msiderably 
smaller than the same period of 
1936. 

GMHoner Demand Cfcood 

Further improvement is expect- 
ed In consumer demand for pork 
in this country but little change 
in foreign outlet seems prolmble. 
A strong storage demand is ex- 
pected this winter In view of the 
small supplies available next sum- 
mer. 

The yearly average of hog 
prices probably will be about the 
same during 1936-37 as during 
1935-36. but seasonal changes are 
expected. A larger than average 
seasonal advance will probably 
occur in the late winter and early 
fine' the Rev. idWiall B. Trafer8.t8pring. Prices during the sum- 
netor— Sunday S6hOol at 10:15 a. mer of 1037 probably will average 
m.i Church services at 11:15 a. m. higher than in recent years. 

If prospects for a com crop are 
favorable next ^summer, a sharp 
increase in breeding for the fall 
crop of 1937 is ta be expected, 
which would increase slaughter 
supplies for 1938. It is not prob- 
able, however, that slaughter sup- 
plies can reach a volume equal to 
the 1929 to 1933 average before 
1940. 

Sheep and Wool Review 

The number of sheep on farms 
January 1, was slightly larger 
than on the same date In 1986. 
The sheep industry was affected 
to a much less extent by the 
drought of 1936 than by that of 
1934. It seem probable, however, 
that further expansion in the 
western area may be prevented, as 
a result of grazing ctmtrol mea- 
sures. Sheep numbers in the na- 
tive area have shown a moderate 
increase in recent years. 

The number of lambs on feed 
is probably above last year but 
prices are expected to be main- 
tained near 1936 levels as a result 
of Improved demand for meats. 
Thfe 1935-36 prices for fed lambs 
were the highest for several years. 
Prices of new crop lambs also may 
be expected to be near those of 
1936. 

World wool supplies in the 
spring of 1937 are not expected 
to differ materially from those 
of 1936, which were much smaller 
than in 1935. It appears prob- 
able that stocks of wool in the 
United States on April 1, 1937, 
will be much tielow average and 
may be smaller than a year earl- 
ier. Imports during the first eight 
months of 1936 were the largest 
for the period since 1929. 

Stocks Of manufactured goods 
in the hands of distributors dur- 
of 1936 appeared 
of 
wool and improvement in con- 
sumer demand in 1937 are expect- 
ed to maintain wool prices at 
levels that will be satisfactory to 
producers.

"Eminent" 
is properly used in speakinc of a 
man who ranks high in his preces- 
sion or the olllee which he holda. A 
prominent man is merely one who 
stands out tnm his fellows.

Words are the names of things. 
But "liberty." what does that tenn 
mean? Does this bit of verbal 
shorthand convey the same mean- 
ing that it did m 1776? Or, does 
it cotmote identical concepts to 
different people? The merit of 
George Soule's significant little 
volume, "The Future of Liberty." 
lies in the answers it affords to 
these questions. 

Liberty, Mr. Soule contends, 
must mean more today than the 
right to speak, worship, possess 
property and vote. As time and 
ec(momic forces bring on funda- 
mental change, the concept of 
liberty must keep pace. The con- 
servative gentry, however, refuses 
today to abandon the time-worn, 
traditional concept of this term. 
The resulting conflict between the 
liberty they claim and that dicta- 
ted by economic ehange gives this 
author's work timeliness. 

Liberty to the conservative 
means today, as yesterday, the 
absence of restraint. To those of 
this faith, it is the freedom to 
amass wealth without hindrance. 
It implies authority to exercise 
the power such wealth entails. It 
denotes the right of a few di- 
rectors of corporate enterprise to 
control vast aggregates of wealth. 
It means the right to buy human 
labor at what price one will. Such 
liberty results in the antithesis of 
liberty for wage-earners, farmers, 
small mvestors and the Hke.** 

American men and women gen- 
erally cherish the right to thmk, 
speak, work, save, own property, 
and make contracts as they 
choose. But they seek, too, some- 
thmg more, Mr. Soule makes 
clear. They seek an opportunity 
to earn by hard work a decent 
living and security against want. 
To be free, to their minds, means 
more than the right of free speech 
while starving. 

So far this analysis rings true. 
No one can deny the existence of 
ttiis confUct. At this pomt, how- 
ever, analysis is converted into 
preadiment. The American strug- 
gle tw Uberty. as depicted ta two 
chapters, has been a persistent 
battle nt economic fwoes. It has 
demonstrated, at least to Mr. 
Sottleti satirtaotlon, that liberty 
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cannot flourish within a lalssez 
faire capitalism. His dismissal of 
the competitive system Is absolute, 
if not convincing. 

Reading the succeeding three 
chapters is very good fun, whether 
or not you agree with the con- 
clusion Mr. Soule has already 
reached. Under the quaint title 
of "Liberty League Liberty," the 
author presents a devastating ar- 
raignment of that notable patrio- 
tic institution, the American 
Liberty League. He wades mto 
the attack with even greater vigor 
than is necessary to display the 
stupidity of its recent antics. For 
good measure, he adds a few ver- 
bal slaps at similar philanthropic 
agencies— the Crusaders, and the 
Sentitlels of America. What sins, 
he implies, are committed itf the 
name of liberty! 

From thence Mr. Soule con- 
tinues at a nice pace to review the 
liberty of the worker in industry. 
The right of workers to a voice in 
the determination of their wages 
and the hours and crniditiohs of 
their work is guaranteed by law. 
It is implicit in democratic gov- 
ernment. It is, in practice, fre- 
quently denied. Moreover, the 
doctrine of states* rights is the 
device most recently used to ef- 
fect this denial. Thomas Jeffer- 
son conceived this doctrine as a 
guardian of individual Ubertles. 
Today it is employed to prevent 
action by the federal government 
to insure workers the right to de- 
cent wages and conditions of work 
and the right to engage in collec- 
tive bargaining. Mr. Soule could 
wonder whether Jefferson is not 
restless in his tomb at Monticello! 

At this point, Mr. Soule con- 
clude squarely that the cmly 
prospect of future liberty lies in 
Socialism. By social and economic 
planning a socialist system would 
make for equaUty and economic 
opportunity. It would, hence, lay 
a real foundation for Uberty. He 
discusses with pardonable seal the 
kmds of freedom that such a sys- 
tem might offer. His argument is 
forthright and clear. '6ut not per- 
suasive. 

All m all, this voluoM offers a 
worthwhile analysis of the current 
quest for liberty. Its argumoit is 
not always fully and fairly stated. 
Indeed, in picturing the defects of 
the competitive capitalistic sys- 
tem, and in proposing a remedy 
for its His. the work U obviously 
one-sided. Yet Mr. Soule's taidict- 
m«at of capitidiMn as the giuur- 
antor of hidivldual UbotieB is 
stated with audi force and clarity, 



taoA its aaaljaia of the current 
conflict <a liberies is so poignant- 
ly made, that his work deserves a 
wide reading. 

While we talk about liberty, and 
oumy believe that the af fahr was 
settled with tbe Declaraticm of 
Independence in 1776, few realize 
that the whole concept <^ tbe 
term is changing, and that that 
Uberty for which we fought may 
tuft be tbe same thmg that cer- 
tain mteUigent^ia are scramUing 
to defme.; 

A beautiful example of (me 
man's conception is to be found 
m John Strachey's 'Theory and 
Practice of Socialism," and John 
Strachey is a clever man, even 
though at one time the Depart- 
ment of Lalrar attempted to de- 
port Mm as dangerous radical. He 
contends that Uberty for ,the 
working man is only the right to 
be hired— and fired. Seemg only 
the faults of capitalism, and cit- 
mg only these, he advocates 
socialism and sings its praises. 
But Mr. Strachey, in his propa- 
ganda, does not menticxi free 
speech, worship and, thinlung, 
which are notably absent in Rus- 
sia, or m Spain. 

Accordmg to Francis Pickens 
MiUer, Southerner, Uberty is "a 
compound composed of economic 
goods as well as civil rights." He 
has studied the mUls and smaU 
farms; and he sets fprth "The 
Blesstags of Liberty" as they^ af- 
fect the unemployed, the tenant 
farmer, the worker for smaU 
wages, and points out the irony 
of speaking of an abstract ideal 
to those who are starving, or 
worUng without hope for the fu- 
ture. Bvtt-Mr. MiUer would go 
further and legislate a program 
assuring Uberty for aU. There he 
sets forth a group of proposals 
which, if they were interestmg, 
would have little else to recom- 
mend them. 

The conflict between the demo- 
cratic ideal of liberty and iron- 
bound dictatorship on a world 
front in viewed by Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, editor of "Foreign Af- 
fairs," in "We or They," a small 
but powerful volume. Mr. Arm- 
strong foresees an even greater 
struggle, and counsels democracy 
to strengthen its resources. Both 
title and keynote of his bock are 
taken from the words of Mussolmi 
(never reticent about his mten- 
tions) delivered in October, 1930: 
"The struggle between two worlds 
can permit no compnanise . . . 
Either we or theyl"

This year, it is fortunate that 
there is plenty of high quality 
Iamb Ml the market at reasonaMe 
prices, for this ipakes the plan- 
ning ol foods for entertaining an 
easy matter. Lamb, because of its 
delicious mild flavor may be com- 
bined with practically any other 
foods you choose, and can be 
counted on to win approval in any 
circle. Since there is a wide 
variety in lamb cuts, you are not 
limited to one or two cuts; instead 
you may choose the one which not 
only suits your jmrpoae. but also 
the one which strikes your fancy. 
For a luncheon, especially when 
the guests are women. Iamb chops 
are the univenal choice. These 
may be either rib or loin chops, 
as you prefer. The rib chops 
make an imposing appearance 
when frenched; that is, when the 
meat Is removed from the end of 
the rib bones. Paper frills may be 
slipped oVer the bones Just before 
serving. To carry out the holi- 
day color scheme, the platter may 
be attractively garnished with al- 
ternating quarters of Giimamon 
and minted apples. 

N(H quite so usual a choice, but 
still Just as delightful for the 
luncheon, is lamb en brochette; 
oc.-in other words. Iamb squares 
mreaded onto a skewer and broil- 
ed in exactly the same manner as 
lamb chops. These have the ad- 
vantage that practically any part 
of the lamb may be used, so if 
there is a great demand for Iamb 
chops, the Iamb sqiures cut from 
the shoulder or leg will do as well. 
This can be a very decorative dish 
if you use fancy meat skewers, 
but even with plain wooden ones 
obtained at, the meat market, it 
makes a dish any hostess should 
be proud to serve. 

For threading on skewers, the 
cubes of Iamb should be at least 
one inch in size, for the same rea- 
son that Iamb chops are better If 
cut at least one Inch thick. Then 
the outside can be nicely browned 
while the inside is tender and 
Juicy. 

Other possibilities for lamb cuts 
cooked by broiling are the steaks 
cut from the leg, the boned and 
rolled shoulder chops, and ground 
lamb patties, shaped and wrap- 
ped with bacon. Any of these 
might be chosen lor a delightful 
luncheon service. 

For the special dinner, it Is said 
that roasts are the brat choice, 
and if yoif share that premise, 
again Iamb serves your purpose. 
Since Iamb is a young and very 
tender meat, practically any part 
of it may be roasted. The leg of 
lamb perhaps is the choice roast, 
with the shoulder a close contest- 
ant for equal rank. The shoulder 
roast is better if boned at the 
market. The advantage of this 
is easily i^n when it comes to 
carving. The odd-shaped blade 
bone makes carving extremely 
difficult, but when this is removed 
there is no easier cut of meat to 
carve, since all It means Is cutting 
down in sUces, with no bimes at 
all to hhider the knife. And, too, 
this gives a chance for you to use 
your favorite stuffing. The cavity 
made by removing the bone forms 
a pocket which may be filled with 
stuffhig and the edges sewed or 
skewered together. ^ 

Oi if you want scHnething very, 
very special for the holiday din- 
ner, there is the crown of lamb, 
made from the rib sectlcm. with 
the rib bones pointing upward 
and outward in the shape of a 
crown. This is a special cut. and 
should be ordered several days in 
advance, so that it can be made 
up before the last minute rush. 
In preparing a roast of lamb, as 
any other roast, it is very Import- 
ant that the ovoi temperattire be 
kept low. Set the ovm regulator 
at 300° Fahrenheit, and iMve it 
there during ttie mtire roasting 
time. TtU) roart should he iriaoed. 
fat tUt up. on a nek ta an qim 



roasting pan and eookeet^tot^ the 
entire time withoat covering and 
witl|out adding water. 

Many ctmnotsseun of good 
coining prefer the flavor of Iamb 
cocked Just a little this skte of 
weO-done. so that the meat is 
slightly phikish. rather than the 
familiar gray of well-done meat. 
That depends on your preference. 
Approximately thirty to thirty- 
five minutes per pound diould be 
allowed for roasting it. 

Serving lamb, it is wise to heat 
the serving plates. Lamb may be 
served either hot or cold, but 
never lukewarm, so this is Just 
one precaution which makes com- 
pany meals more enjoyed when 
there is danger of some delay In 
serving. 

If there should be any roast 
lamb left over, it is a l>oon for the 
hostess when impromptu parties 
come up, or when the group ar- 
riving home after the movie, de- 
cides to raid the refrigerator. Take 
advantage of the high quality 
Iamb available now to help you 
solve your entertaining problems.

Edmtmd Randolph, whom Mr. 
Roosevelc quoted in his message, 
was a member of the Ccmtinental 
Ccmgress, Governor oi Vir^ia, 
Attorney General and Secretary 
oi State of the United States. He 
is less well remembered . than he 
(teserves. He was the Mcttan of 
kmg injustice. His accounts as a 
qiecial envoy to England were 
questioned. Not till seventy-five 
yean after his death was the 
carelessness of the Treasury De- 
partment in' keeping those ac- 
coimts on the bo<^ after they 
were settled disclosed. He is one 
of the men whose in^ency induced 
General Washington to go to the 
Annapolis Convention. 

In that convention he presented 
the Virginia Plan, whose sugges- 
tions were so largely adopted. He 
opposed a imitary Executive. It 
was "the foetus of monarchy." He 
wanted an Executive of fltree 
men. He proposed that the Na- 
ttonal Judiciary shoidd have the 
power to invalidate a State law, 
not merely for uncmistitutionality 
but for its injustice to any in- 
dividual in the State injured or 
oppressed. At this time it is curi- 
ous to notice that among his ob- 
jections to the Ccmstitution was its 
failure to make a clear dividing 
line between the powers of the 
States and the Federal Govern- 
ment and between the powen of 
the^S^te and Federal courts. 

In spite of his optxwltion to 
some parts of the Constituticm, in 
the Virginia Convention of 1788 
he favored ratification. Eight 
States had ratified. To the con- 
vention the only question was 
Union or no union." A great 
Virginian, to whom fate has been 
a little unkind, in part perhaps 
because there have been so many 
great Virginians. — New Ywk 
Times.

immediate action before the coun- 
cil, further inquiry was made into 
Federal cooperation andrr an ap- 
pointment betw^ PWA officials 
and local Town officers having 
been arranged in mid-November, 
details of the final steps were dis- 
cussed and approved. At that 
time. Colonel E. W. Clark, execu- 
tive assistant to Administrator 
Ickes. Informed the local delega- 
tion that approval of the project 
by the voters appeared to be the 
only bar in the way of fulfillment. 

It was understood at that time 
that 45 per cent of the total cost 
would be borne by the govern- 
ment, which represents the ap- 
proximate cost of the labor need- 
ed for the Job. To save heavy 
financing charges, the govern- 
ment also tentatively agreed to 
loan the Town the balance of the 
cost, or $92,400, at a reasonable 
rate of interest over a period of 
twenty years. 

Reporting to the council the re- 
sults of that investigation, that 
body promptly drew up and ap- 
proved the necessary ordinance, 
and the date of election was set 
subsequently by Judge B. D. 
White of the Circuit Court. 

If the referendum is approved 
on Tuesday, it is expected that 
final arrangements can be made 
within a few weeks and prelimin- 
ary work begun on the new plant.

A decision in the case of Cap- 
tain H. M. Powell, fishing trawl- 
ing master who is charged with 
violation of the State code by op- 
erating his foreign-owned trawler 
within the three-mile limit ex- 
pressly set aside for state fisher- 
men, will be handed down by J. 
J. Whitehead, assistant trial Just- 
ice for Princess Anne county, on 
February 6. According to Cap- 
tain Selden Taylor, who com- 
mands the State police boat WUl 
S. Kellam, Captain Powell was 
found operating le^s than one 
mile off-shore between Virginia 
Beach and Dam Neck. 

The case was lieard last Satur- 
day before the assistant trial 
Justice at the Court House. Com- 
monwealth's Attorney Paul W. 
Ackiss, assisted by former State 
Senator George Doughty, of Ac- 
comac. prosecuted Powell, who 
was represented by State Senator 
R. O. Norris, of Lancaster county. 

Captain Powell, a native of 
Reedsville, was arrested last Sep- 
tember 6 when his trawler, owned 
by the Standard Fisheries of New 
Bedford. Mass., Was found in local 
waters. Under the law, vessels 
owned by out-of-state copcea6 
must stay outside of the three- 
mile limit. 

The accused offered no defense, 
resting his case after several 
character witnesses had been pre- 
sented. In the event of conviction, 
a fine of from $500 to $2,000 may 
be impofsed, together with im- 
prisonment for not less than two 
months.

The shame of American Justice 
isjte delay. Wheels Weighted with 
a multitude of eccentrics and 
equalizers can not turn easily. In 
his annual repcnrt Attorney Gen- 
eral Cimtunings considers how the 
Judicial machinery may attain a 
more satisfactory speed through 
the elimination of certain of these 
handicaps. 

He makes six recommendations 
that will be laid before Congress. 
One bUl will urge that a defend- 
ant be permitted to waive indict- 
ment by a grand Jury and consent 
to prosecution "by information." 
In relatively minor cases this 
should result in a considerable 
saving of time and effort. So, too, 
would the proposal that a de- 
fendant who plans to rely on the 
defense of an alibi must give n6- 
tice to the prosecution before 
trial. Still more important, this 
would minimize trickery in the 
courtroom. A third acceleration 
suggested is the abolition of ap- 
peals in habeas corpus proceed- 
ing arising from the transfer of 
a defendant from the district, in 
which he -was -arrested to one hi 
which he was Indicted. In the 
main such appeals are merely de- 
vices to postpone trials. 

These appear to be reasonable 
suggestions with ample latitude to 
safeguard the rights of accused 
persons. More precaution would 
be needed in application of the 
remaining three recommenda- 
tions: To permit comment on the 
failure of a defendant to testify; 
to permit the use of depositions 
in criminal cases; and to declare 
a spouse a competent witness in 
criminal cases. Each has its 
merits from the viewpoint of more 
effective prosecution, but each 
also might be turned to the dis- 
advantage of a man in the dock. 
Adoption would impose new and 
heavy responsibilities on Judges 
charged with the maintenance of 
all parties' rights hi court. 

The proposal that firearms be 
registered seems eminently rea- 
sonable. Every automobile now 
bears a license tag: why not all 
purposely lethal mechanisms? On- 
ly a criminal could object, for 
presumably registration would 
imply examination of the past 
record of every individual at- 
tempting to purchase a gun.— 
Washington Post.

"Perhaps there is no other dis- 
ease to which the old adage, 
'familiarity breeds contempt' more 
generally applies than this hfiir- 
assing condition. However, from 
both scientific and safety stand- 
points there is no justification for 
this attitude. A thing can be com- 
mon and still be dangerous. And 
colds decidedly are in that class. 

"The fact that the onset symp- 
toms appear comparatively trivial 
develops the frequently unwar- 
ranted confidence that nothing 
except temporary discomfort will 
result. Interest in the condition 
usually arises only when other 
symptoms manifest themselves. 

"It is this indifference that re- 
presents the damaging power not 
only of colds but of its frequent 
sequence, pneumonia. Indeed, it 
truthfully can be said that if all 
colds were treated with the re- 
spect that their possibilities Justi- 
fy, many thousands of peraons 
who have died in the last few 
years conceivably could be alive 
today. 

"While thus far science has 
been successful only partially in 
developing immunity against the 
common cold, and has failed to 
isolate the germ or germs causing 
it. the following rules are of some 
preventive value: (1) Insofar as 
possible, avoid intimate contact 
with members of the family al- 
ready infected: (2) Keep the feet 
dry; (3) Wash hands before 
meals; (4) Avoid imnecessaryi 
fatigue; (5) See that the alimen- 
tary system is regular and active. 

"However, if in spite of tme'a 
reasonable efforts to avoid con- 
tagion, a cold develops, then to 
be on the safe side go to bed, and 
remain there until the doctor says 
that It is safe to leave it. Un- 
questionably, this treatment wiU 
be very inconvenient from busi- 
ness and social standpoints. But 
its effectiveness islieycmd dispute. 

"In welghii^g theVvirtue of this 
recommendation, otki should real- 
im that it is most inconvenien 
also to develop imeiunonia, be- 
come seriously ill and poHiUy die 
prematurely. A few days In bed 
to ward oSt this ctmUngm^, 
irtUch not infrequently artsea. oar. 
tainly Is worUi ttie price exacted.

Ptans fek the parte are being 
made in coniMetion wit)^ the fle- 
velopment of the new Petersburg 
Natlumal MiUtary Park, which 
commemorates the greatest siege 
operation ever conducted on the 
American . omtinent. Before 
Petersburg the first railway artil- 
lery ever used in warfare — ^naval 
howitzers moimted an flat cars, 
were successfully tried out, while 
the ring of steel drawn around 
t'i~the-ferces ot General Lee included 
many batteries of ordnance, and 
the CMifederate defenses also in- 
cluded many batteries of caimon. 

Pieees BeHcved AvailaMe 

Where is this ordnance todfty? 
The Association beUeves that 
many of these canncm have be- 
come victims of the scrap heap, 
while others rust away in cotm- 
try farmyards or on village greens, 
unnoticed and their historical 
significance forgotten. 

That the epoch-making role 
that these guns played in the Ufe 
of the naticm may not be forgot- 
ten the Army Ordnance Associa- 
tion, a national, independent so- 
ciety of American citizens pledged 
to industrial preparedness, has 
formed a committee of its mem- 
bers to assist in locating these 
pieces and in having them per- 
manently emiplaced in the Peters, 
burg National Military Park. Here 
they will comprise the only com- 
plete museum of Civil War Ordn- 
ance in the United States. 

The Committee organized for 
this purpose consists of the fol- 
lowing officers and members of 
the Association: Brigadier Gen- 
eral Benedict Crowell, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, president of the As- 
sociaticm; Brigadier General Jtdm 
Ross Delafleld of New York;

ALTHOUGH relatively few cam- 
era owners develop and print 
their own negatives, a greater num- 
ber now do their own printing and 
enlarging. They find that in this 
part of pictui-e-making there is a 
wide range of opportunity to exer- 
ciee their artistic talents and pro- 
duce prints suiting their own tastes 
and fancies. 

Developing negatives— what with 
daylight developing in film tanks 
and dependable tormulao in dark- 
rooms — has ln» these days become 
largely a "time and temperature" 
process practically certain, it thd 
exposure was correct, to produce 
goo4 negatives. Printing a negative, 
developing a print and making an 
enlargement are very much "some- 
thing else again," not that they are 
formidable tasks, but decidedly 
more choosy. Skill and Judgment 
play a large part. 

There Is considerable choice, for 
one thing, in the kind ot photo- 
graphic paper on which the nega- 
tive may be printed, depending upon 
the degree ot contrast the paper 
will give to the dark and light por- 
tions ot the negative, or whether or 
not soft effects are desired. Some 
negatives show extreme contrast in 
IlghU and shadows; some have 
average contrast; some^ because ot 
faulty exposure, are weak, thin and 
flat; some, extremely so. The selec- 
tion of paper best suited to the type 
ot negative and the kind ot picture, 
plus proper exposure in printing, 
often makes the difference between 
a good and a bad picture. 

Again, there Is a choice of sur- 
faces in paper, such as velvet, 
glossy, semi -gloss, according to 
taste. Tho highly glossy paper, for 
example, Is best aulted for a nega- 
tive filled wtth detail. Agals, re-de- 
vetopwent solattoas are avaltaible 



for giving a print a different tone, 
such as sepia for an autumn scene. 

The amateur who does his own 
printing has the opportunity, too, of 
masking portions of the negative to 
suit his own artistic Judgment. He 
may give a picture a more balanced 
composition or eliminate undesir- 
able details on the sides, top, or bot- 
tom. In a cloudless picture he may 
insert clouds by "printing in" from 
another negative, and he may 
amuse himself by producing trick 
pictures by printing from two or 
more negatives. 

Equipped with an enlarger, the 
amateur has still greater opportu- 
nity to Improve his pictures and sat- 
isfy his own tastes. This is an ap- 
pairatns with which » large positive 
image is obtained by permitting 
rays of light to pass through the 
negative, then through a lens and 
focus on a sheet of sensitive bro- 
mide paper. 

With an enlarger the amateur 
may "blow up" a picture to several 
times the area of the»negatlve. This 
may result in the transformation of 
a very ordinary looking picture into 
an extraordinarily impressive one, 
because the enlarging often reveals 
details ot interest or beauty not vis- 
ible In the small "contact" print..He 
may select only portions of a nega- 
tive to enlarge — any portion — by 
masking light from the ^-emalning 
area; he may even make two or 
three pictures from one negative. 
There are ways, too, of controlling 
tho shadow tones of different parts, 
ot a ^picture, thereby greatly en- 
hancing its artistic value. 

All these possibilities are worth 
knowing, even If you do leave their 
execution to your photo finLsher, be- 
cause you can. give him intelligent 
instructions as tp what you prefer 
in the finishing ot your snapshets.

>' Evidence that long distance 
telephone'cbmrnunication has 
grown longer is Bsought out iln a 
display oLteleplumeL apparatus in 
the Bell System Historical Museum 
in New York City. Here are pre- 
served the desk telephone set used 
in (Qiening long distance service 
between New York and Chicago 
in 1892 and the transmitters and 
receivers used in opening lines 
from New York to Denver in 1911 
and from New York to San Fran. 
Cisco in 1915. 

Another interesting piece of ap- 
paratus is the telephone trans- 
mitter used at Arlington. Va., and, 
the receivers at Paris and Hon- 
olulu, utilized in the first trans- 
oceanic radio telephone tests in 
1915 and the desk stands used in 
the inauguration of tommercial 
radio telephone service to Europe 
and South America. 

First Set Included 

One of the telephone sets used 
in talking for the first time 
around the world on April 25, 1935 
is included in this collection. The 
other set is at the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washingtmi, D. C. 
President Walter S. Oifford and 
Vice Pre^^ent T. O. Miller talked 
to each ^er in adjoining offices 
in the long Itnea building, New 
York City, over a circuit 23,000 
miles in length. 

Laboratories' engineers are pro- 
ducing a replica of one of the two 
transmitter-receivers used .in the 
first long distance two-way con- 
versation held over a distance of 
two miles, between Boston and 
Cambridgeport. Mass., October 9, 
1876, 1 which was Just a few 
months after Alexander Qraham 
Bell and Thomas A. Watson on 
March 10 held the first telephone 
conversation over two telephones 
connected by thirty feet of wire. 
In sixty years the number of tele- 
phones has increased to about 
35,000,000. About 93 per cent may 
be interconnected with any Bell 
System telephone.

Preliminary reports and esti- 
mates from fifteen cities and 
seventy-nine coimtles* received to 
date at the headquarters of the 
Viivinia Tuberculosis Association 
reveal that the sale of Christmas 
Seals this year is running ahead 
of returns made a year ago. Miss 
Leslie Combs Foster, executive 
Secrftary of the organizati 
said. 

Incomplete reports sulmiitted 
the tuberculosis committees of 
counties. Miss Foster stated, 
that they are $136.00 ahead of 
total proceeds frcrni the sal 
seals in the same group 
ties last year. Thirty-f< 
these counties have 
total collections made 
while twenty have exceeded 
year's quotas. 

City Reports 

Preliminary estimates from f If. 
teen cities indicate that they are 
running about $175.00 less than 





last year's total sales. Four cities 
reported they had exceeded their 
quotas with further collections 
yet to be made. 

No goal was set for the Seal 
sales in Virginia as a whole, but 
officials of the Association are 
hopeful that the total income wiH 
reach $80,000, which is about the 
minimum required, they said, to 
meet the growing demands upon I 
the tuberculosis organizations to 
h«il the sick and protect the well. 
Total income from the 1935 
sales was $78,044. final reports 
from the 1936 sales are not ex- 
pected at the Richmond head- 
quarters until February 1. The 
bright outlook for added incom^ 
^his year. Miss Foster said, was 
due to Increased efforts and acti- 
vity on the part of the local 
tuberculosis committees In all 
parts of Virginia. Miss Foster 
pointed to the Sussex County 
Tuberculosis Committee as an 
outstanding example of greater 
achievement. A year ago, she ex- 
plained, Sussex, with a population | 
of 12,100. collected a total of $238 
from the Seal sale. This year, 
the Rev. Howard F. Hamilton of 
Jarratt, chairman of the Sussex 
Committee, set a goal of $600. In- 
complete reports from him show 
that a total of $542 has been turn- 
ed In, and he Is confident of ex- 
ceeding his goal when the final 
figure Is kiiOTvn. *

BNe Is Daagereos 

There have been nearly thirty 
cases of bites from tlris quider re- 
ported by medical mm in Vir. 
ginia. At least one of these re- 
sulted in death. Throughout the 
comtry several hundred cases 
have been rec o rded, the deaths 
being reported by various writers 
as from three to five per cent of 
the numbn.^ bites treated. The 
bite of th^K^k Widow, is, there- 
fore, dangerously poisonous to 
man, and whr-ever found ^e 
animals should be testroyed. 

"The actual bite feels lik^ a 
pin-prick, and is soon f oHowed by 
aching pains in the arms, neck 
and abdomen. The abdomen be- 
comes rigid and board-Uke. and 
severe pain is experienced. If pro- 
per medical treatment is fpflowed. 
and the luhount of poison is not 
too great, recovery occurs in from 
a few days to a couple of weeks. 
There are anuuently no lasting 
effects from ^ the spider's poison. 
In some cases no unpleasant ef- 
fects result from a blte-^the 
amount of poison from the spider 
Is very sman or the person is able 
to withstand a considerable quan- 
tity. If one knows or suspects 
that he has been bitten by a Black 
Widow, the first thtaig to do is to 
see a doctor.

Approving, on the first reading, 
the ordinance which permits the 
Issuance of serial refundtog bonds 
in the aggregate principal amount

Unless some funding assistance 
for the construction of a practical 
water supply system is given by 
the Board of Supervisors to the 
residente of Ocean Park, the sub- 
urban development on the Chesa- 
peake will become a deserted vil- 
lage and no Imger a source of 
substantial tax revenue to the 
county, spokesmen for the com. 
munity's property-owners told the 
board at the Monday meeting. 

The flood of last FaH damaged 
the system, in use for approxi- 
mately twenty years.

Had the present period of to- 
cessant rato visited Prtocess Anne 
county three years ago, it is safe 
to assume that a great portion of 
the farm, pasture and timber 
lands would be under water, spell- 
ing ruto for many seasonal crops, 
washing out roads uid generally 
disturbtog the even tenor of 
county life.

On one hand, there stands the rogue and the racketeer, 
suppressing facts which must be uncovered to reveal the fuH story; on 
the other, stand those who deal in half-truths to the guise of candor. 
To apcept the story of either as the whole truth and to publish such 
is to fall In the first essential of modem reporttog, for a distorted 
version must result. Since grave tojustice might foUow such a course, 
it behooves the newspaper to uncover every available fact and to sup- 
press none to the telltog of its tale. 

That newspaper which seeks to suppress news inimical to its, own 
position, which uses the medium of an alleged Impartial forum to 
propagandize its own beliefs— and we refer here, of course, to the 
news columns as opp(»ed to the editorial page— soon loses the faith 
and confidence of Its readers and passes from the scene. Accuracy, 
so far as the reporter may be accurate In his survey of the story on 
which he is working, is the only true standard of performance. 

It is obvious, therefore, that that newspaper which seeks to hold 
popular attention— however often the charge may be hurled ^t it by 
those hit by its editorial barbs— cannot coppromlse with expediency 
or sidestep any factors of a story revealed by Investigation. Though 
such might seem profitable at the moment, even the biggest of stories 
is soon forgotten, and the lapse from ethical performance might wen 
arise to copfrdllt the newspaper In disttactly embarrasstog fashion. 

Although ttiose who work as journalists often are regarded as 
"snoopers," their devotion to the ideals and ethics of the craft, bar- 
rtog some notable exceptions which to recent years have reached the 
market place— thtaly-dlsguised reproductions of the old "yellow jour- 
nia''— Is ahnost fanatic. Bankers, lawyers, merchants and laborers 
have accepted proffered "thirty pieces of sttver," but such tostances 
among newspaper foUc to the performance of thfij- duties are rare 
todeed. They face the charge repeatedly ^ ^^ ^"*ly duties, but 
seldom is the accusation a just one. ^^l 

As the-newspaper toforms. so does it tostniClr' This is an age in 
which the politicaL and economic Ufe of the todividual nation is un- 
dergoing distinct changes, with marked departures from former ac- 
cepted beliefs, and no other medium offers the posslblUties for a 
proper interpretation of these changes as does the newspaper. Here, 
|(iia^,NJs a disttoct respcmsibility. too apparent tor further elabora- 
tion, y 

Totoorrow. the social security progrun or the new power poUcy 
wUl be clearly underatood. Today, however, they confuse many, and 
the newspaper is the means of eUmlnattog the c<xituslon. It the news- 
paper is sufficiently powerful, propaganda might spett^ either success 
or defeat for a project's sjponsors, but seldcMU is an attempt made to 
color the -straight-forward report as such appears to the news col- 
umns. Rage or extreme satisfaction might be found on the editorial 
front, but these emotions, tasofar as the reporter can eliminate such 
frwn his approach to his subi ct, are not found to the story reporttog 
the proposal. 

That the newspaper Is a powerful mdder of public optolon Is a 
matter few wiU question, but whatever conscious moldtog is done on 
the reputable paper— which, to our (mind, tocludes most published 
today— is accMnpUshed through the sphere of editorials tostead of 
the front page. That angle believed least itignlflcant to some who 
"make" the news may appear most hnportant to the reporter, for few 
see eye-to-eye to such mattere, but not even the method of grouping 
the details of the story, not even the twist often given In headltoes, 
can take away the essential truth which Ues embedded to the report. 

The newspaper should exert its greatest efforts to the proper teh- 
ing of'^oK stories which have their origta to the community which 
it serves. It ts most familiar with local conditions. It Is most toter 
ested in local happentogs. and It ^ould strive ever to leave no atone 
unturned in developtog every possible angle of every such activity. 
Here it wlU run toto i^ greatest opposition, here it wlU score Its great- 
est successes uid Its most Matant faUures, but auccess or failure are 
one to the toig^lcHS»Um of jiittOTiL^wad honesty of purpose alone 
merits recognition. This is l^e one factor which cbnditions its Ibhg- 
ttoie success, for the constant reader, however mu^h he may object 
to the toduslon of unfavorable feature to the recoimttog of a story 
in which he Is totereeted, must appreciate a similar atetion when he

In "Lords and Masters" A. G. 
Macdonell presents a rollicking 
satire on war and modem Eng- 
lish society. But as the novel 
progresses, htunor gives way more 
and more to bitterness, and the 
abeurdities the author pictures 
excite our wrath as much as our 
risibilities. For Mr. Macdonell 
aims his shafts at the stupidities 
of man and the folly of some of 
his institutions which threaten to 
plunge him into war. though t^he 
world wants peace, and which 
threaten to starve him in the 
midst of plenty. Beneath the 
quick and racy story which car- 
ries the novel along, there is a 
vein of shrewd appraisal. 

The narrative develops about 
James Hanson, a retired steel 
king, who in his youth dominated 
a small eastern European country 
and built himself a great fortune. 
In his retirement he is surround- 
ed by a family of three stupid 
sons, two of them cavalry officers, 
the third a minor cabinet official 
by the grace of his father's 
pocketbook and a naive, earnest 
belief in the undying principles 
of the Conservative Party, "With 
plenty of money." Mr. Macdonell 
oliserves, "a presentable appear- 
ance, a really good tailor, a gift 
of silence, and a profound admir- 
ation for Disraeli, there is no pre- 
dicting the. height to which a 
young conservative can attain." 

James Hanson's womenfolk are 
equally unimpressive; a placid 
wife without a vestige of brain 
power, and two daughters who are 
completely different and equally 
unintelligent. In that they share, 
according/ to the author, the chief 
characteristic of their sex. Modem 
women "are all equisitely accout- 
red and all are supremely capable 
of every twist and turn of the 
noble art of self defense, lliey 
dance like the swlft.^ shadowy 
little leaves of autumn in a puff 
of westerly wind, and they drink 
like fishes. All the grace of 
Artemis is in them with but little 
of the huntress lady's unattain- 
ability. But the goddes.^ who stood 
aloof at their christening was the 
grey-eyed- one, Pallas Athene, 
giver of wisdom." 

Eleanor, the eldest daughter, 
loves Jack Crawford, a handsome 
sniung officer who wears the Bel- 
gian Croix.de-Ouerre because in 
the retreat of 1018 he saved his 
general's victrola uid records: he 
Is as black-hearted and rtupld a 
villian as might anywhere be 
foimd. , To leaven Uils delightful 
circle c6me Mrs. Evward Mid her 
iMtither, Harry Winter, a cynical 



young chap who sees through 
many of the shams of society, but 
who does little more than sneer 
at them. 

"Lords and Masters" whirls 
these characters together in a 
melodramatic and swift-moving 
plot. A new substance, perdurite. 
it discovered which will replace 
steel as the metal for armaments. 
Sir Montagu Anderton-Mawle, an 
unscrupulous business man, or- 
ganizes a vast company to exploit 
perdurite. This new metal will not 
only ruin the steel industry, but 
will probably bring about war, 
since no nation can afford to be 
without it. Though in his youth 
James Hanscm made European 
wars to sell steel, he now sees the 
folly of war, and sallies forth 
from his retirement to do battle 
for the steel industry and the 
cause of peace. In losing his life 
he smashes perdurite. but, as the 
crowning irony, war comes any- 
way. 

"Lords and Masters" is aihovel 
without hero or heroine. Almost 
all of its people are unpleasant 
and unintelligent, and the world 
in which they move is a chaos of 
folly. Some of Mr. Macdonell's 
choicest shafts are aimed at the 
stuffy. Institutions of the British 
middle class, with its absurd fear 
of bolshevism and its conscious- 
ness of the sanctity of the British 
^ound, but the satire .broadens 
out to include in Its grip common 
traditions of all nations. 

"Lords and Masters" cannot 
claim the bitter depths of Celine's 
irony in "Journey to the End of 
the Night" nor the sweeping In- 
sight of Sinclair Lewis's social 
satires. But through its light plot 
and swiftly drawn characters, the 
reader discerns an active kitelli- 
gence tilting with the follies of 
contemporary civilization and em- 
ploying both the weapons of sharp 
Ely and of laughter. For Mr. 
cdonell breaks a lance against 
same "archaic aspirations, 
scruples, the baggage of outworn 
traditions." which, in a more 
thorough and serious vein. Pro- 
fessor James Harvey Robinson in- 
dicts in his brllliaht new book, 
posthumously published, "The Hu. 
man Ccnnedy."

Ttds se- 
cond volume ^tells of the trying 
days between March 19 and April 
13, 1814, when the Allies were 
parading the streets of Paris, 
Naptrieon and the renmants of his 
command were quartered at Fon- 
taineUeau, and de Caulalncourt 
sought some advantage iat his 
Emperor and secured for him only 
the Idaad of Elba. The Journal 
ends with Napoleon's attempted 
suicide and its failure, of which 
de Caulalncourt was the only wit- 
ness, and at which historians have 
hitherto only conjectured.

Mr. Baillio explained, will remain 
open and serviceable for many 
years to come If a minimum of 
effort is expended in keeping all 
branches of the system open.

Durtaig the month ended Jan- 
uary 18, according to the records 
of the camp, a total of 5,043 man 
houni were , expended upon the 
county ditching project. The rate 
of pay for thto work to twenty 
cents per hour, or a total payroll 
for the month of $1,008.60. Two 
foremen were employed at the 
rate of $60 per month, and 25 
cases of dsmamlte, valued at $200 
were used in cutting through the 
four and one-half miles of new 
ditches. All of these expenses 
were paid by the Wadiington of- 
fice of the WPA. 

Local farmers, during the same 
period, contributed the services <rf

One ditching project which was 
planned for the near future would 
have cleared surface water from 
more than 1500 acres near Creeds. 
A delegation asking that that 
area be drained appeared before 
the board of supervisors at last 
Monday's meeting.

Siegfried, the role I sing at the 
Metropolitan next Saturday after- 
noon in Richard Wagner's opera of 
the same name, la made of hero's 
stuff. And the opera, which will be 
heard over the National Broadcast- 
ing Company under the sponsorship 
ot the Radio Corporation of America 
tells the story ot hia rise. You may 
say that It Is only music and drama, 
but you cannot deny that the things 
that Siegfried stands for, really hap- 
pen In our world. We all know the 
heroes In the everlasting struggle 
between gods and men, giants and 
dwarfs for possession of the Magic 
Ring of the Niebelungs. 

"Siegfried" is the third In a aerlea 
ot four operas that tell the story of 
ring. The l.rst, "Das Rhelngold," re- 
lates how the dwarf Alberlch came 
to have the Rhine maidens' gold, 
how he fashioned the magic ring 
that gave him power over men and 
gods, and forced his brother. Mime, 
to create the Tarnhelm. which gave 
Its wearer the power to take any 
form or become completely invisible.

tions reserved for business, includ- 
ing Pinewood Parte and Shadow 
Lawn Heights, is similar to Zone 
A except that small apartments, 
boarding houses and hotels are 
permitted. 

Business Zone— includes Atlan- 
tic Avenue north to Thirty-fifth 
Street, Seventeenth Street, Ocean 
Avenue north to Thirty.fifth 
Street and the eastern side of 
Pacific Avenue. 

According to the general re- 
strictions placed upon all prop- 
erty-owners and lessess, applica- 
tions for proposed ccmstruction 
must lie made to the planning 
commission, which will grant per- 
mits after consideration of the 
building plans.

Defining the major legislative 
objectives'' to be presented to the 
Ccmgress by the national organiza- 
ticMi a^ stressing the importance 
of building strcmger local posts in 
order that the secticmll aims of 
the ex-service men may be more 
readily acctmiplished, Charles W.

Newman, State director of the Na.

Local game wardens and NYA 
supervisors have already received 
definite instructions, and in many 
counties of Virginia during'' the 
winter. NYA boys wiU be buUdhig 
shelters and pens, and with the 
help of local game protective as- 
sociatiom will feed birds at these 
shelters. Construction and feed- 
ing will begUi at cmce and con- 
tinue through the period when 
heavy snows may be expected. 

This step to enlist NYA youth 
in Virginia in an active program 
of wild life conservation is ex- 
pected wA only to save many 
coveys of birds but also to incul- 
cate in these youth a real spirit 
of conservation ttf wild life.
